Yet the 
crop Was never better in the Niagara 
district than it has been this year. 
Cherry trees are becoming scarcer 
every year throughout the country 
where fruit growing is not made a 
specialty. Towns and villages have 
not been able to secure their supplies 
from local sources, and have had to 
draw from more distant centres; s0 
that the fruit growers of the Niagara 
peninsula are having a wider and more 
distant market to supply with this

asters, appeared on the market about 
1887, with a flower of a full white over- 
laid with pink. The pink tended to 
fade out after the flower opened, leav- 
ing the color an unwashed white. The 
rose-colored Comet next appeared, and 
the blue was Introduced from Parls in 
1802, and this represents the highest 
artistic perfection of the China aster. 
China asters are easily raised, If 
early flowers are wanted, or if the 
plants are to be grown in pots for ex- 
hibition, the seed should be sown hi- 
doors or in a frame, as early as the 
middle of April. But, if the plants are 
to be grown in borders, it is quite as 
well to sow the seed in the ground 
Where the plants are to grow. The 
China aster is essentially an autumn 
flower, and should not be forced into 
competition with midsummer flowers. 
They may be sown as late as the mid- 
dle of June, if U ‘i is good and the 
plants are carefully watched, Besides 
the Comet and the Truffaut varieties, 
the Semple, Washington, Victoria, 
Mignon and Queen of the Market are 
excellent kinds to grow. The last is 
early and of very graceful outline, and 
is one of the best for use as cut flow- 
ers. The Crown, also, is odd and at- 
tractive. Amongst the quilled asters 
the various forms of German quilled 
Victoria, Needle and Lilliput are cs- 
teemed. Dwarf-tufted asters may be 
represented by the Dwarf Bouquet or 
Dwarf German, and Shakespeare. 

Two or three insects prey upon the 
China asters, but they do not appear 
to be very general. There ts a rust or 
fungus, which Is a much more serious 
difficulty. It attacks the underside vo? 
the leaf and raises an orange-colored 
pustule. Timely spraying with a cop- 
per fungicide will keep this disease In 
check The ammoniacal carbonate of 
copper is better than the Bordeaux 
mixture, for the latter discolors the 
plants. Spray the underside of the 
leaves especially Farming. 


CULTIVATION OF THE GRAPE. 


Best Soil for Vines and Its Present and 
Future Treatinent, 


A soil in good cultivation and or 
good fertility, sloping towards the south 
and east, is the best home for grapes 
Every country schoolboy knows that 
one must look for wild grapes along 
the margin of the creeks, and the in- 
ference can easily be drawn that 
grapes require a good deal of motst- 
ure But close observation will show 
that the i ire not In tagnant 
water Drainage 1 as cssential to 
Brapes as to any other fruit crop. Tne 
grapevine is a gro: feeder. Blood and 
bones, old shoes, kitchen water, barn- 
yard manure, ashes, may be freely ap- 
piled to the vineyard. The roots should 
have ample room, for the great growth 
of follage and fruit and new wood that 
the vine puts forth annually, requires 
an extensive root system sight feet 
apart in rows ten feet distant ia the 
general rule followed in planting, 
though some varieties, of more dainty 
habits of growth than others, such as 
the Delaware, may grow closer After 
taking pains to have the spot where 
the vine are to be set marked with 
mathematical accuracy, care hould be

But by 
all means cut out and burn any ap» 
pearance of the disease at any time of 
the year In which it may be seen. To 
one who has always been careful In 
this regard, a few hours’ work over 
a large orchard suffices yearly; but 
this fact one who proposes to grow 
cherry trees had better realize at the 
outset, that if the black knot is neg- 
lected it will destroy in the end every 
sherry tree which It can reach,

inches or more, and the work to be 
done makes it necessary to plow two or

Then, as a rule, the larger team can 
walk faster—q most Important con 
sideration In so many kinds of farin 
work the quantity done in a day de

Tho coroner's inquest to enquire into the 
trolley accident which caused the death of 


Mrs, Kliza Lockerty on the night of the 
2ist ult., was continued last night before 
coroner Dr, Tracy. Mr, P. J. M. Ander 


sou Was prosent on belalf of the crown, 
Win, Carnow for the deceased's family and 
Mr. 8. Masson for tho city and the ‘Trac- 
tion Company. A number of spectators 
wero presont, 

Teusket was tho firat witne 
Ile said ho was standing in front of his 
place of business on Front st. at the tine 
of the accident, Saw Mrs. Lockorty cx 
out of her store and walk out junto yo 
atreot, It was dark night. Heard the 
car go ovor the decoased, it mado quite a 
jar. I called out to the men on the car that 
thoy had killed a woman. Saw the body 
after cho car had passed over it, The speod 
of the car was about 6 miles an hour, Tt 
had slowed up somewhat when T called 
oub, Tt stopped about 15 or 20 feet after 
I called out. Heard no gong or bell sound-

od, Did not notice anything peculiar in 
dlecoased’s action, Did not »ce which way 
sho was looking. She was apparently 


crossing the street whon the car struck her, 
If docensed had been looking up tho street 
the could no doubt have seen the car 
coming. 

Johu Shorey,sworn, said he was a motor 
mau employed at the time of the accident, 
Ho was on the rear ond of the car with 
John Austin, conductor. Win, Tuttle was 
motorman at tho time of the accident. 
The usual rate of speed around the curve 
was about 4 miles an hour, Did not see 
the deceased on the track, but heard Tuttle 
say that he had run over a woman and 
thought he (Tuttle) said she was killed. 
The car ran about one length after doceas- 
ed was struck, It was dark at tho spot 
where the accident occurred. Could not 
say whether a fender would be a protection 
or not. In his opinion it would tend to 
throw tho object under the car. 

John Austin, sworn, said he was con- 
ductor on car No. 8 at the time of the 
accident. Tu his opinion the car was going 
at from threo and a half to four miles an 
hour at the time. He was standing near 
the rear door when tho accident occurred. 
Did not see the deceased on the track. 
Hoard the gong sound and heard the car 
strike some object. The night was dark, 
but could not say that had there been 
better light the accident would have been 
averted. Tho headlight on the car would 
throw a light about twenty-five feet. 
Could not suy that there was avything 
wrong with the brake that night. Could 
not say how far the body was carried after 
being struck by the car, When the car 
was stopped it was about one levgth in 
front of the body, 

James Deadey sworn, said he lived in 
Belleville. He was foreman and chief in- 
spector of the Belleville Traction Co, THe 
instructed the motormen. He had 17 years 
experience as 4 motorman in Saginaw and 
Cincivnati. He ran the cars here for some 
time. One of the duties of a motorman 
was to go by the signals of the conductor ; 
he has also to look out for passengers and 
regulate the spect of the car. Witness ex- 
amines cach car before it starts oub every 
day. He examined car No. 8 about two 
hours before the accident. It was in per- 
fect order. The general rate of speed on 
Front street was from 35 to 4 miles an 
hour, On other parts of the line tho rate 
would probably be froin 7 to 9 miles an 
hour, It does not require long for ® man 
to become used toa motor, A man should 
be ablo to leara in about eight dys or two 
weeks. Honever saw a guard used in 
Cincinnati or Saginaw. Thore is a life 
guard on the cars here. In his opinion the 
men in charge of the car that night were 
competent men, Lf the motor was reye.a 9 
the car could be stopped suddenly, but 
some of the machinery would probably be 
deranged, The car was about two lengths 
fromthe body. He considered the track 
to be in a good condition. 

This concluded the evidence and the jury 
retired to consider their yerdict, which was 
as follows ; 

“That the deceased, Mrs. Lockerty, 
came to her death accidentally and no 
blume is attachcd to the Traction Compiny 
enti The jury recommend that thie 
trolley cars have a fixc] place of stopping, 
that fenders be placed on the cars, and 
that the practice of pushing trailers ahead 
of trolley cars be discontinued.”

attacked his position The 
of his position is that he introduced 
the quesUons of the balance of power 
in the Senate and the appointment of 
the judiciary, 

“We haye on precedent in English 
history thatI can remember. Of course 
there is no use going back for consti- 
tutional precedenta much further than 
the beginning of this century, for Eng- 
lish Parllamentary practice was not 
very well settled until that time. But 
within the period that has elapsed 
Since then I can recall no case exactly 
similar to this one. The iiMeulty is 
that the Tupper Government never 
had either a Parliamentary or an 
elective basis, and under these circum- 
stances the Governor-General right 
have limited its recommendations, un- 
less we assume that he Is at oll times 
bound to accept the recommendations 
of the Ministry for the moment, and 
that contention would be a hard one 
to hold.” 

Dr. Smith here repeated that Lord 
Aberdeen’s mistake was in referring to 
the balance of power in the Senate 
and the “political” appointment of the 
judiciary, which were no concern of 
his, and added, ‘‘The Governor-Gen- 
eral’'s action was probably right, hut 
he placed it on weak and untennble 
grounds.” 

Having thus dealt with this point, 
Professor Smith in the course of fur- 
ther conversation spoke of the ques- 
tion raised as to whether the Gover- 
nor-General’s action might be dis- 
cussed in Parliament, in which con- 
nection the doctor observed: 

“It can be discussed In Parliament if 
the incoming Government assumes the 
responsibility for Lord Aberdeen’s act. 
In 1833 William IV., without any ad- 
verse vote against it, dismissec the 
weak Government of that day, and I 
suppose that act could not have been 
discussed in Parliament unless the In- 
coming Government had assumed re- 
sponsibility for the act as construct- 
ively its own. And just so, if the Lau- 
rier Administration assumes the re- 
sponsibility of the Governor General's 
act, it may be discussed in Parlia- 
ment.” 

Dr. Smith added this important sen- 
tence: “Otherwise the Opposition may, 
if it chooses, appeal to the Home Gov- 
ernment.”

To judge of any question fairly we

mother’s untarnished purity and ig- 
norance of certain darker passages 
with which, however, men have become 
familar. 

His wine parties and the “head” that 
follows—his losses at play and on the 
turf—his appreciation of risque songs 
and doubtful anecdotes—his decidedly 
unfastidious enjoyment of certain 
coarse pleasures—his acquaintance with 
the solled doves of bedraggled plumage 
—all these are chapters in the young 
man’s book of life that the mother 
must never read—never suspect. And 
the thought of her as she seems to the 
son, always untouched in the statell- 
ness of her purity—always apart from 
the grosser things of sense—will do 
more to restrain and steady him than 
half a dozen sermons from the pulpit. 
Also the fear that she should ever 
know his aberrations acts as a check 
en his wandering steps. What she 
would think—what she would feel 
should she ever know—has_ turned 
many a lad when at the very door of 
the Temple of Vice—turned him away 
just in time to prevent his fatal fall. 

He realizes her profound horror 
should she ever be made acquainted 
with the seamy side which yet he and 
all men must perforce know, at least 
in part, if not wholly. And in that hor- 
ror lies something of reluctance on his 
own account. He realizes, too, the dif- 
ference there must be between the 
sexes, and though he might hesitate 
to confess his escapades to his father, 
it would be from a different feeling, a 
different motive, from that which 
would make him so earnest to keep his 
mother in ignorance of the truth. The 
shame and humiliation he would feel 
in confessing to his father would be 
the sense of sacrilege as toward his 
mother. 

But if that mother be a philosophic, 
wide-awake woman of the world, who 
understands all about a young man's 
temptations, and all about his certain 
slips and stumblings—a woman who 
has passed far beyond the mit of dis- 
tress, horror, condemnation, and who 
can reason quietly about instincts and 
set morals on the broad basis of phys- 
jology—what kind of hold will she have 
over her son— What kind of restrain- 
ing influence? He might go to her for 
advice; and it is doubtful if he would 
even do that, the masculine sense of 
sexual difference always working to- 
ward disbelief in the power of women 
to understand aright or to guide safe- 
ly; but it would be advice divested ef 
all sanctity and resting on knowledge 
only. 

And when we have come to this, and 
sons make their mothers their advisers 
and confidantes in matters pertaining 
to the seething time of youth, we shall 
have come to the end of fillal reverence 
and of maternal influence. That sign 
of the great end “when men and wo- 
men shall mix indiscriminately,” will 
be advanced nearer by just so much; 
and in the loss to the son of belief in 
his mother’s sacred purity and holy in- 
nocence will be included the loss of one 
of the strongest restraints a young man 
possesses. 

And it is into this Serbonian bog of 
foul familiarity and filthy knowledge 
that the women of the present day are 
rushing with such mad haste! Buddha 
found wisdom under the bo-tree; the 
modern woman stretches out her hands 
for the fruit of the Tree of Knowledge. 
There is to be no longer «¢ Divine En- 
closure for the pure—no longer doubt- 
ful tracts fenced off from the innocent. 
Women are to be initiated all the same 
as men, and it is only bigots and fos- 
sils who still maintain the difference 
between the sexes and hold to the re- 
straining and elevating influence of 
pure and innocent women while depre- 
cating the demoralizing effect of a unt- 
formity of knowledge and a concensus 
of philosophic toleration.

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Handling the Calf, 

It is a little late In the season for 
this subject, but still well to note 
the Scottish practice, as described ty 
a correspondent of Our Dumb Animals, 
who spent four years in that country. 
Going into a stable at milking time, 
she noticed a very young calf in a 
loose box, and said to the dairymaid 
that she was surprised to see her milk- 
ing the cow when the calf was so young 
—that in America we always let the 
calf have all the milk for a week or 
more and then fed it with warm skim 
milk, ete Jeanie smiled and sald: 
“We never let them draw the milk at 
all in Scotland. As soon as the cal? 
is born, it Is put into the locse box, 
with plenty of hay or straw bedding, 
and fed with all its mother’s milk 
warm.” This Is kept up some time— 
just how long the writer did not re- 
member—and then the calf is fed with 
skim milk warmed and thickened with 
oatmeal or other ground food. When 
the time comes to tuke away the calf, 
there is r C'stress on the part of 
either cow or calf by means of this 
simple plan

A GARDEN NOTEBOOK. 


A Systematic Record an Invaluable Gar- 
iccompaniment, 


A correspondent of Vick's Monthly 
Magazine calls attention to the desir. 
ability of noting in a book the detalls 
of garden work, crops, products and 
prices. He says: 

This little book:is one of the great: 
cet conveniences a gardener can have, 
It can be very elaborate, containing 
information on everything pertaining 
to the garden, or can have just the 
bare facts recorded week by week. 
People with plenty of time to use In 
making up the book often enjoy re- 
cording the temperature, amount of 
rain-fall, dates of first and last frosts 
as well as any other little items of 
interest. In Our book only the more 
important facts are noted, and those 
are mostly in the line of our own ex- 
perience. In the first place we had 
un idea of making the book to ald in 
determining the relative value of three 
strawberry beds, one, two and three 
years old. 

The book was ruled, dated and the 
picking from each bed recorded each 
in the proper column. Another part of 
the book was used for placing the 
dates of ripening of the different sorts, 
about thirty in all; this table showed 
the earliest and latest dates of picking 
each variety. The plan of recording the 
number of boxes picked each day dur- 
ing the season, the date and price of 
berries on that day is kept up each 
year. At the end of the strawberry 
season the columns are footed up and 
by referring to the notebook we can 
tell at a glance just how many boxes 
were picked from each, how much 
money they would have brought had 
all been sold, how many boxes were 
sold and how much was received for 
them. 

Another space In the book was used 
to record the dates of ripening of 
about fifty varieties of grapes which 
we raised. This was left so that the 
dates could be filled in each year, thus 
showing the difference in the time of 
ripening of the several sorts each year. 
Despite the change in seasons, early 
er late spring, much rain or drought, 
the dates do not vary so much as one 
would suppose. 

It is often interesting to note down 
a few items, such as time of starting 
the hotbed, planting the several kinds 
of seed, setting out cabbage, tomato 
and celery plants, ete. These facts often 
are useful the next season. 

Our book is useful for a variety of 
purposes: When plants, seeds or bulbs 
are ordered the lists are copied in the 
book and dated, so we know what Is 
ordered and can refer to it when the 
stock comes, It is also useful some- 
times in after years to know just what 
year certain trees, vines or berry 
bushes were set out, and the book can 
tell us. 

We raise a great number of gladloll, 
often planting 600 to 700 bulbs; many 
of these are named varieties, and it is 
a hard task to keep them separate. 
When planting it seems almost impos- 
sible to tag them all, so I adopted the 
plan of writing down the Hst of names 
in the note book and then planting the 
bulbs in the order given. By marking 
the pages of the book “north, south, 
east, west,’ to correspond with the 
peints of the compass, I have my 
bulbs where I can locate them. 

The handiest way to do about this 
book is to have a good-sized blank 
book, with pencil attached, As it has 
a very demoralizing effect on such a 
book to carry it Into the garden, it Is 
best to have a small folding slate or 
cclluloid tablet and pencil to carry In 
the pocket. The entries can be made 
in the at your leisure, and the 
notes erased, leaving the slate or tab- 
let ready for use, 

We keep account of everything 
beught for the garden or sold from it, 
but it Is almost impossible to keep a 
atrict account of the supplies used by 
the family, It is enough to know, how- 
ever, that our family has lttle fruit 
and few vegetables to buy the year 
round, and is kept for that

After Mr. Laurier had spoken there 
were many cries for “Mowat,” the sé- 
cond member of the firm of “Laurier, 
Mowat and Victory,”’ Ontario's Grand 
Old Man got a great reception, and 
was evidently tickled at it. He spoke 
on the general topics for a few minu- 
tes and then discussed the duration of 
session, urging that the business should 
be closed up within 30 days so as lo 
save expense. This policy, said Little 
Ol, would have a grand effect on the 


country, and so it would. Twenty-nine 
days’ attendance at $7 would give the 
senators and members each $203, or a 
total of $59,682; 31 days would give the 
legislators each $1000, or a total cf 

294,000. Carry out Little Ol's idea and 
there would be a saving to the country 
of $244,318. It would have a grand effect 
on the country, said he, and remarked 
our irrepressible friend, Dr, Landerkin, 
“A damned bad effect on mmebers’ 
pockets,” Sir Oliver’s remarks were re- 
ceived in silence, Dr. Landerkin's with 
uproarious cheering. Sir Oliver was 5° 
hurt at the manner in which his re- 
marks were received that he imme- 
diately got up and left the caucus. He 
had not got over his chagrin some 
hours after, and it is said absented 
himself from the Cabinet during that 
afternoon. Jim Sutherland and other 
Liberals made it their business to call 
upon Sir Oliver later in the day and 
explain to him that no offence was in- 
tended. Now that the facts are 
known probably the Liberals will be 
less disposed to cast stones at their 
opponents. 

It seems to be conceded by the Lib- 
erals, and especially after the declara- 
tion by Mr. Scott in the Senate, that 
there will be no Remedial Legislation 
introduced into Parliament by the pre- 
sent Government. The question Is 
then, how can the Province of Quebec 
be squared in order to make matters 
easier for the HKouge members from 
that province? Undoubtedly it will be a 
source of disappointment to many con- 
tituencles in Quebec to find that their 
members are not able to carry out their 
pledges in supporting a Reme- 
dial Billi under Liberal Adminis- 
tration. With a view. therefore, 
of easing the situation, it had been de- 
cided to send an emissary specially to 
Rome for the purpose of concillating 
the Papal authorities and securing 
pressure from the Holy See on the 
bishops of Quebec to accept a com- 
promise.

The question will 
be settled In a manner satisfactory 
to both countries, The Venezucla mat- 
ter is not in my department,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Chamberlain, “though of 
course [ am Interested, as British 
Guiana is a British colony. The im- 
pression among the American people 
that I and not Lord Salisbury is 
managing the negotiations with the 
United States is pure invention. Lord 
Salisbury is in charge. It rests en- 
tirely with him. I trust the Venezuel- 
an matter will be amicably adjusted. 
Of course the action of the commis- 
sion formed by the United States Gov- 
ernment is not and cannot be bind- 
ing. As Mr. Cleveland himself says, 
the findings of the American commis- 
sion are not binding; but we should 
look for their report with as much in- 
terest as you In the States and hope 
that it will show such a bright light 
on the whole matter of dispute that 
the affair can be readily and easily 
adjusted to the satisfaction of both 
sides.” 

Commenting on the cable news, he 
said: “I see the Germans have recog- 
nized a protectorate in Zanzibar and 
that thy are protecting the uprising 
Sultan. Well, I do not think wecare 
much for him.” 

“How about the convention of re- 
presentatives of the Irish which Is 
now in progress in Dublin?” “That 
is Dillon's convention. It is not 
Healy's. Without Healy the Irish par- 
ty would be similar to Hamlet with- 
out the Prine. The convention is sim- 
ply Dillon's conceit. Healy and Red- 
mond are accepted as the better qual- 
ity of the Irishman by Irishmen.” 

Of the silver question he sald: “You 
seem to be somewhat agitated over 
the question of free silver. Speaking 
as an English observer of Englishmen 
I believe we are, as a nation, mono- 
metallists, We are in favor of a gold 
standard though, and fear America 
would make an error should she adopt 
silver. The baser metal Is almost cer- 
tain to drive out gold. Englishmen be- 
lieve, however, that an agreement be- 
tween nations might solve the prob- 
lem of silver.” 

The South African question and the 
common school bill were spoken of 
interestingly by the Secretary. Of the 
first he said: “In reference to the 
South African Republic, the sending of 
a diplomatic agent, instead of a re- 
gular representative, was only because 
the question demanded diplomatic 
ageny. England has great interests 
in South Africa and what she does 
must be diplomatic. The situation 
warranted the sending of such a man.” 

Asked if he int nded to retire froin 
the Colonial Ministry, a report of 
which has been cabled here. he said: 
“Not a word of truth in it. Yousay it 
has been cabled, Who cabled this al- 
leged information?” 

“The newspaper correspondents 
London,” was the answer. 

“Then perhaps the news, as they 
choose to ci" :°, came from the Tory 
newspapers. I Know nothing of it.” 

Of the six bills the Queen sent to 
the House of Commons he said that 
the common school bill is considered 
by the Government to be a defea".

DEALING IN GOLD, 


Montreal Bankers Say Its Importation Just 
Now ts a Profitable Transaction. 

Montreal, Sept. 2.—(Special.)—Euro- 
pean gold is making its way into Can- 
ada at a rapid rate. It was an- 
nounced to-day that the Bank of Bri- 
tish North America had imported a 
million in gold and quite recently the 
Bank of Montreal ordered $500,000 of 
the precious metal. As to the signifi- 
cance of the imports of gold into Can- 
ada, a prominent banker said this 
morning that at the present rates of 
exchange it became a profitable 
transaction and this no doubt was 
the cause of the present influx. 


Dendening the Circular Suw'’s Notac. 

The circular saw frame should be 
fixed on a brick or stone bed and the 
shaft or bearings kept clear of the 
wall, so that the sound ts not carried 
by contact into the wall.

| Wall with fron ties, and the space fill-

If the wall is of wood quartering, lath 
and plaster it on both sides, and fill 
in between with sawdust, or coat over 
the studding with hair felt, and lath 
and plaster over the face of it. In fix- 
ing the quartering, if attached to wood 
at the top or bottom, bed the attach- 
ing points or parts in hair felt. Sound 
will travel with air; therefore exclude 
all connection of air, Sound will trav- 
el through glass, wood, or stone, ex- 
there- 
fore intercept it by sawdust or hatr 
felt, which are non-conductors. If you 
have a circular saw on one side of a 
wall, and you want a point of silence 
on the other, you must stop all direct 
communication, and cause the sound- 
laden afr to travel In long and circult- 
ous routes, and give out its vibrations 
before it reaches that point.

m ney obtained, that was illegal or contrary 
to the Jaw, That Is the whole point, It 
may be a question of policy as to the expend 
iturn of moncy, but itis a question of law 
as to whether «Governor General's warrant 
should be issued under pecullar circum- 
stances. My hon. friend says he is not 
much ofalawyer, Iam not alawyer at all. 
I must take my law, as [have done in the 
past, froma Minister of Justice, I would 
like to hear the opinion of the present 
Mir ister of Justice on this question of the 
issuing ‘of Governor General's warrants, 
and if can read common, plain Eoglish, I 
cannot come to nny other couclusion than 
that the issue of a Governor Gencral’s 
warrant, even to pay the Civil Service or 
avy other debt, is directly and diametrical- 
ly opposed to the provisions of the law 
which he has quoted. I will read it, aot for 
the information certainly of the Minister of 
Justice, butin order that I may show the 
basis upon which I come to that conclusion. 
In the Consolidated Revenue Audit Act, 
subsection (B) of sce, 32, we have the 
following : 

If, when Parliament is not in sessfon, and 
acoident happens to avy public work or 
building which requires an immediate out- 
Jay for Whe repair thereof, or any other 
occasien arises When any expenditure not 
forescen or provided for by Parliament is 
urgently and pe ea required for the 
yublic good, then, upon the report of the 

finister of Finance and Rec ates General 
that there is not parliamentary provision, 
and of the Minister having charge of the 
seryice in question that the necessity is 
urgent. ‘Lhe Governor-In-Council may 
order a special warrant to be prepared, to 
be signed by the Governor-General, for the 
issue of the amount estimated to be requir 
ed, which shall be placed by the Finance 
Minister and Receiver General to a special 
amount, against which cheques may Issue 
from time to time in the usual form as they 
are required, 

Now, that is the only authority, as far as 
I know, upon which Governor General's 
warrants are issued. Was this a case de- 
signated in this subsection of the Act from 
which Ihave read? Was there anything 
unforeseen in connection with the payment 
of the civil servants? Did not the par- 
liament of Canada know—does not every- 
body in the country know that the services 
of the country had to be carried on—that the 
money should be provided for the payment 
of the civilservants in different parts of 
the whole country; and was it nct known 
also that under certain coutracts that had 
been let and works that were in progress, 
the money would be required to meet that 
service? Does any one doubt that position ? 
If so, then he must have a strange 
mode of arriving at conciusions. The Par- 
liament of Canada was In session prior to 
the 30th of ‘June. the termination of the

Joseph Martin has 
summoned to Ottawa, He was in the 
Kootenay mining country, but will 
reach here to-morrow and procced to 
the Capital without delay, It is be- 
lieved a new deal is on in connection 
with the vacant portfollo. 

The Portage Review, a newspaper 
published at Joseph Martin's home, 
says editorially: “If Clifford Sifton is 
made Minister of the Interior it will 
hasten a proper conception of his sel- 
fishness and lack of appree'ation of 
the rights of others. When the poll- 
tical history of Manitoba is written it 
will be learned that the present is not 
the first time Mr, Sifton has ignored 
the services of Joseph Martin and 
stepped into office at the suppression 
of the latter We believe the ctolce 
of Mr, Sifton will be disastrous to the 
Liberals of Manitoba.

of commercial unlon or continental free 
trade, and afterwards unrestricted a ps ae tal 
ity. Which of these views are we to have 
tday? If] understand my hon, friend 
(Mr. Bechard), who spoke in his native 
tonaue, he fs in favor ot free trade pure and 
simple. How to reconcile a revenuc teri? 
with the declaration fa this address that 
you are not tointerfere with any existing 
interests is a problem that I think even the 
wise head of the Minister of Justice will find 
it dificult to solve, Whatisitthathe can 
j ossibly do, under existing circumstances, 
without lotafering with some interest, 
which would materially lighten the burdens 
of the people? They have told us that raw 
material must be free. If my hon. friend 
w''Llook at the tariff! he will flod that 
almost every article that is used in the in- 
dastrics and manufactures of this countiy 
that is nut produced in the Dominion, is 
free—almost every single article. that is 
necessary fo carry on successful'y any enter- 
prise is on the free list now.

The pig fron {s the raw 
materle!| for the man who produces the 
puddle bar and bar iron. The bar iron ts 
the raw material of the man who makes 
horseshoes, and the nails and the horse 
shoe make the raw material of the man who 
puts the shoe on the horse, so if you are 
going to cai y oul your theo of removing 
the auty from raw materials, you wi'l take 
it off every article in the countiy. My hon. 
friend com Marquette, who is the most 
ardent free tradi r we have, wil! say that 
everything Is raw material. Did it require 
three months for the hon. gentleman to 
come to the conclusion, after the declara- 
tious they have made, that it was not nec- 
essary to remove the duty on pigiron. We 
have heard it announced by the hon. gentle- 
man who was the Finance Minister of the 
former Liberal Government, that the sugar 
Interest in this country was legal'ned rob- 
bery. In fact, there is no languace which 
could be taken foom an English dictloney 
that was too strong to denounce the pro- 
tected industries of the countiy. Does it 
require any consideration on the part of che 
hon. gentlemen opposite to decide that 
sugar shall be free, in order that people 
may get itutacheap r rate? Ido not know 
that it requires three months for that. . I 
can understand him, iChe refers to the duty 
on pix iron, asking himself how wi"! this 
affect the bar iron industry, the rolling 
mills, the manufacture of car wheels, and 
other iron industries ; but if he begins on 
the basis of piziror and makes that fee, 
then let him inake all the rest free and he 
willhaye asmple tariff.

I took this ground In 
the Government of which I had the honor 
of being the head for a short time, and the 
Government of which I was 4 mem er 
under other heads, that certain rights were 
guaranteed by the constitution to all, what- 
ever thelr race or creed might be, and that 
these rights should be respected at all 
hazards. Iam still of that opinion, whether 
the complaint come from the Protestants of 
Lower Canada or the French half-breeds of 
the North-West isa matter of perfect in- 
difference to me—it is simply a question of 
the constitution and the maintenance of 
ace and harmony throughout the country. 
observe that the commission, of wh'ch my 
hon. friend opposite was to have been the 
head, has not yet been appointed toaccomp- 
lish a settlement of the question. We know 
how successful he has been in the province 
of Ontario. We know the agitations which 
have taken place and the stand which he 
hastaken upon the question of separate 
schools and the education of the people of 
Ontario. My hon. friend will give me the 
credit of having, since I first entered Parlla- 
ment, been outspoken in the declaration of 
my views, whether they differ from those 
of my leader or not. I never approved of 
the pollcy pursued by some of the Conserva- 
tive party in Ontario upon this question, 
nor was Sir Wi'liam Meredith, now Chief 
Justice, a party to that movement, I do 
not approye of It to-day. ‘There is, to my 
mind, But one safe course to pursue by any 
man who attempts to govern, or assists in 
verning this country, and that is to take 
the constitution as it stands and adhere to 
itas rigidly as possible, maintaining the 
rights of all classes of the people, and more 
particularly all minorities. I ask, are you 
polng to accomplish this great feat of settl- 
ng the vexed question of the Manitoba 
schools by an interview with the Attornoy 
General of Manitoba, and by means of that 
kindly and placid manner in which my hon, 
friend can deal with all questions of this 
kind? Let me refer my hon, friend to the 
speeches of Mr. Sifton, the Attorney Gener- 
of Manitoba when he went to enlighten 
the people of Haldimand on this question, 
Let us take the utterances of their organs 
in the North-west Territories, where they 
make the most sulemn declaration that no 
interference can take place with the schoo! 
law. Let us take the utterances of some o 
the hon. gentleman’s colleagues—of Mr. 
Geoffrion, of Mr. Tarte and others, who 
have declared that no settlement can pos- 
sibly take place which woula be accepted 
by the minority, unless it places the schools 
exclusively under the control of their 
church, Those gentlemen have gone so far 
as to declare that the issuing of certificates, 
anJ Government inspection, would be an 
infringeinent of their rights. Are they pre- 
ared to adbere to th st, or are they gol gs0 
‘ar as to gulp down all their declaration~ in 
the past?

It is necessary that tho 
present Government should have three 
months to consider whether the iniquitous 
threo cents & pound on the products of the 
bog should be removed? We are told that 
it is in the Interest of the consumer that 
that tax should be removed, but what 
would be the result on agricultural indus- 
tries! How will it affect the coarser 
grains! Willituot be an injury to that 
class for whom the opposition have expressed 
so much solicitude during the last twenty 
years. For twenty years they have been de- 
nouncing this protéctive tariifas iniquitous 
and arobbery. Do they want six months 
more to ascertain how to remove it?! I say, 
adopt the English system at once if you are 
honest ; put the duty on articles that we du 
not produce in this country, and make the 
unfortunate farmers, for whom you have 
been weeping and almost going into mourn- 
ing pay more for their sugars and teas, and 
keep out the raw material altogether, 
because you cannot adopt a revenue tariff 
and raisé the necessary funds for carrying 
on the affuirs of the country unless 
you tax every article which is now 
free under the present tariff Give us a 
stamp duty and giye us duties upon articles 
that are now free, and you will acco.nplish 
the objects you have in view, but whether 
that will be acceptable to the country, or 
whether it will be a relief from taxation for 
the very class for whom you have been so 
solicitous for years past, is a question I 
leave hon. gentlemen opposite to solve. My 
hon. friend from Halifax called attention to 
the announcement made by theJate Finance 
Minister in the House in 1893 that the 
tariff would be considered with a view to 
reduction before the next meeting of Par- 
liament, Thatis true, and that Is one of 
the errors which we, as a Government, 
made, It did not interfere wlth the trade 
of the country ; but with the present opinion 

revailing in this country as to what the 

non, gentleman who now controls its 
destinies will do, there wili be a stag- 
nation in business which will prevent the 
investment of money in many industries. 
Everything will be cut down, you may de- 
pend upon it. Iam sneaking with exper- 
ience, and I acknowledge frankly the error 
which we made in 1803; but when that an- 
nouncement was made by the Conservative 
Finance Minister, it was on this basis, that 
whatever reduction should take place, the 
principle of protection to the industries of 
this country should be continued and main- 
tained, The declaration made by the hon. 
gentleman now In power Is,@f I understand 
them, this: that they will remove every 
vestige of protection—at least so they have 
said—but probably in the future, as in the 
past, they will act upon the principle of pro- 
feasing one thing in opposition and carrying 
out another in power, and Iam quite satis- 
fled that thut will, to a veiy great extent 
be the case. Their numerous promises an 
declarations of principle, pot only in con- 
nection with the tariff, but in connection 
with scores of other things, will be violated. 
They will find it utterly impossible, In the 
administration of the affairs of the country, 
to put theic theories into practice, and soit 
will be with the tariff If trade does not 
stagnate and the manufacturers do not. keep 
their manufacturing within the strictest 
limit of the requirements of the country, 
I shall be very much mistaken, and 1 base 
that opinion upon my knowledge of what 
transpired in «a very much _ less 
aggravated degree in the past, With 
the Government, however, must rest the 
responsibility. ‘I accept the opinion ex- 
pressed of me by the hon, gentleman from 
Halifax—I am now, and always have been 
since my boyhood, a protectionist. The 
older I grow the more Lam convinced that 
ic is the only policy which can be pursued 
in any new couutry that has not attained to 
a wealthy position, if they eapect to pros- 
per and become a wealthy people amoug 
the nations of the world. Free trade Is an 
admirable theo:y=my hon. felend from 
Marquette bag it to pervection—but tree 
trade in practice is quite another thing, 
more particularly whe you are shut out 
from all the other markets of the world. 
I hope whatever the Government may do 
that they will consider well the responsi- 
bility that rests upon them in dealing with 
the Very important question, and if I have 
sufficient strength, and I am here, they shall 
have my earnest support, provided their 
po'icy is in accordance with what I think 
it should be, Ifnot, I shall endeavor to 
put it as right as I possibly can. I 
have no sympathy with this constant cry 
of unfriendliness to our neighbors across 
the line. I look upon such declarations 
made by hon, gentlemen on that side 
of the House and by the party with 
which they are connected—more particular- 
ly the leading one—not only as being 
unpatriotic, but as tending to the material 
and everlasting injury of Canada, Are we 
to stoop to any foreign power, to go upon 
our knees and beg like a beggar in the street 
for concessions, when we know that they 
have been refused over and over again? Do 
we not know thut the leading statesmen of 
the United States have told us, time and 
ayain, that they will neyer re-enact the 
treaty of 18517 Yet the Premier tells us, in 
an interview with some United States in- 
terviewer in Chicago—the representative of 
a third class newspaper at that—that there 
is no reason why this treaty should not be 
re-enacted, go further—I question 
whether the Interests of the agricultural 
community of this country would be bene- 
{ited by the restoration ofits tarlfY as it 
ex'sted at that day. Circumstances change, 
Cavnda is not i» the same position that she 
occupled in 1851, or during the negotiations 
of Lord Elgin, when the first reciprocity 
treaty was enacted, Westand in a firmer 
position to-day as 4 people, In wealth and 
industry and tn evel bing that tends to 
make a people self reliant, than we did in 
those days. The United States, 
true, repealed that treaty: what 
it dot It created A Bhage 
nation in this country for a very short time, 
but the genius and industry of the people of 
Canada led them to adopt other means by 
which to secure a return for thelr labor (hat 
did not exist during the time that that 
treaty was in force, and the result has been 
that we have turned our sttention to other 
industries. The market of the United 
States is no longer of the sams importance 
to the Canadian agrioullurist that it was 20 
or 30 years ago. We are in a position to 
stand alone in that respect, Any recipro 
olty treaty that may be made will have the 
support of every mombor of this House, I 
am sure, provided It is on a square and 
equitable basis, but [hone that the Oana- 
dian people haye not so far forgotten thelr 
allegiance to the Empire, of which they 
form an integral part, as bo ever consent to 
the adoption of a treaty which will dis 
criminate against the mother country, 
Mr. Biatne has told usa distloctly, and the 
leading United States newspapers bave 
declared consistently, that na _ replpro- 
city treaty can ever be effected with the 
United Sfates that does not abut out the

deprecate in the strongest possible language 
this constant appeal to the United States, 
and the declaration that we have teen 
unfriendly to ourneighbors. It is not true. 
Tbere is nothing on record in the statute 
book, or in correspondence between the 
United States and Canada since Confedera- 
tion that can establish acharge of nuiciend- 
liness. ‘Talking about the bonding system, 
T am surprised that a man, with the genius 
and eloquence of the Premier of this coun- 
t.y, Should refer to the subject ashe 
has done. Weall know that the bonding 
system is guaranteed by treaty, and that if 
the United States were to denounce that 
treaty it would affect them quite as much 
as it would affect us. We are not so de- 
pendent on the United States careying 
trade as we were twenty-five or thirty years 
ago, and as we are deepening our car als 
and extending our railway system, we are 
becoming more iudepenaent every day. 
Look at the traffic through the United 
States of Canadian products amounting to 
sixty or seventy million dollars annually. 
Does any one suppose that our neighbors 
wi'l denounce a treaty which gives them 
the benefit of that careying trade? The 
whole thing is so nonsensical that I 
wonder that the leader of a creat party 
should give utterance to such sentiments. 
Then there was a remark made about the 
coasting trade. Everyone knows that we 
have been trying to induce the United States 
Government to concede the coasting trade to 
Canada in the inland waters. If you refer 
back to 1869, the first despatch which I had 
the honor of drafting and sending to the 
United States on the trade question, when 
I was Minister of Customs, laid down the 
broad principle that if the United States 
was prepared to repeal its navigation laws, 
so far as they affected the coasting trade in 
the inland waters of Canada, although we 
were only four millions of people as against 
their sixty millions, we were prepared to 
meet them on equal terms and fight the 
battle with them. That proposition was 
made by me to Mr, Blaine, and he said: 
‘Oh, no. Do you propose your scheme for 
the inland waters and also for the sea?’ I 
replied; ** No; our BropceLon is for the in- 
land waters only; but if youare willing to 
negotiate the broader question, we are pre- 
pared to discuss that question too. Our 
statutes give us power to declare the coast- 
ing trade free toany nation, and the mo- 
ment you adopt that course we will follow 
you to the fullest possible extent, Surely 
you are not afraid of the four or five 
millions of people in Canada when you 
have sixty millions of people in the Unfted 
States.” Mr, Blaine, with that chnracteris- 
tic of all United States citizens—and I 
admired him for it—turned to Mr, Foster 
and said, ** How will that affect the United 
States?” The conclusion they came to was, 
as oxpressed in Mr, Blaine’s own language, 
“Great Britain has the carrying trade of 
the world now,and{we will not permit them 
to come Into our waters.” That Is the 
spirit in which, I venture to say, you 
will be met when you come to ask 
the United States Government for con: 
cessions. If you take my advice you 
will not accede to anything of the kind. It 
they gave you free coasting trade—wreck- 
ing we did concede to them in the interests 
of humanity, though some of the Liberal 
party objected because it affected thelr per 
sonal Interest—let us reciprocate, but 
hope beyond that the Government of Can- 
ada will not go. I have to apologize for 
having spoken at such length, but so many 
points were raised by the mover of the 
Address, affecting th2 Administration of 
which 1 was a leader for a short time, that 
I deemed it necessary to put In this de 
fence,

ental in its nature. The farming and 
industrial interests are closely allied 
and those engaged in them met to- 
gether on common grounds at the Ex- 
hibition. Speaking personally as «a 
farmer of 23 years’ experience, he had 
come to the conclusion that the dairy 
interest and stock farming, which he 
Was engaged in, was the best and 
highest branch of agriculture and best 
Suited to the farmers of Canada. 

He believed that it was the most ad- 
vanced form of agriculture that en- 
abled our farmers to turn out the 
most valuable manufactured product 
of the farms and at the same tim? 
retained upon the farm the greatest 
possible portion of that which was es- 
sential to its continued fertility. The 
farmers were the largest manufac- 
turers of the country to-day, because 
they sent out more manufactured ar- 
ticles than did any other branch of 
industry, Coming from Quebec, he was 
anxious to meet the farmers of On- 
tario and learn their wants. He did 
not come here to teach and tell them 
What to do, but in his position as 
Minister of Agriculture, he was ex- 
tremely desirous to find out from thera 
what he could do to advance the agri- 
cultural interests of the province. 

Hon, William Mulock, Postmaster- 
General, said the members or Parlia- 
ment present were not there as such, 
but as members of the greatest union 
in Canada. On the occasion of Labor 
Day, they were all, in one sense, 
laboring men, tolling for the benefit of 
Canada as a whole. The Exhibition 
had for yearg back exercised a marked 
influence in developing the great in- 
dustries of Canada, It had not In the 
past received that recognitién which it 
ought to receive, and he trusted that 
when it came again to ask that recog- 
nition it would find that it had friends 
on both sides of the House. Although 
the success of that day was very great, 
he trusted that future gatherings 
would be still greater successes, 

Sir Charles Tupper met with a very 
enthusiastic reception, He said that 
he had very great pleasure in offering 
a few observations on this happy oc- 
casion of his visit to this great Exhi- 
bition. He had visited many exhibi- 
tions and had no hesitation in saying 
that this Exhibition was not surpassed 
by the Royal Agricultural Show of 
England, nor by any of the other 
great exhibitions of Europe, The Royal 
Colonial and Indian Exhibition, held 
in London in 1886, had given abundant 
evidence of the immense value of these 
exhibitions. Up to that period he had 
no hesitation in saying that the people 
of Great Britain and of Europe had 
no conception whatever of what Can- 
ada could produce, of the extent and 
variety of her manufactures, He need 
not refer to the greater evidence of 
the proud position that Canada has 
taken in agriculture, as shown by the

upon his honors. 

Sir Frank Smith was pleased to 


hear what the Minister of Agriculture 
said with regard to butter making In 
this country, and he believed that, to 


a great extent, his views are right. 
His remark that they would expect 
the Postmaster-General to show him- 


self to be a "“Liberal’ in the adminis- 
tration of the attait of the depart- 
ment, caused that honorable gentle- 
man to look grave, He was glad to see 


the unity that prevailed there, and 
when the Government spoke, they 
would find that the Opposition would 


Support them in whatever they did to 
advance the interests of the country. 
He was pleased to see the old war 
horse (Sir Charles Tupper) Once more. 
He was a credit to his country; he 
had fought a noble battle and fought 
it almost alone, “But, look out,” con- 
tinued Sir Frank, with enthusiasm; 
“his time will come yet." He was also 
proud to see his honorable friend on 
his right (Sir Mackenzie Bowell). An 
honester man never lived, and I don’t 
fear to say it, although he and I don’t 
belong to the same lodge,’ concludea 
Sir Frank. 

Hon, G, EB, Foster remarked that his 
honorable friends who represented the 
Government were, in his opinion, too 
indefinite to please the President, in 
their references to the proposed grant 
for a Dominion Exhibition. They 
should have come out with the amount 
they Intended to give in cold cash to- 
wards this National Exhibition—‘Say 
$50,000," said Mr, Foster, amid laugh- 
ter, “and the Opposition will give 
them their hearty support.” 

Mr, Mulock: “Would you give them 
a Governor-General’'s warrant for it?” 


Hon. Mr. Foster, continuing, sug- 
gested that Sir Henri Joly was pro- 
bably now in negotiation with His 


Excellency Li Hung Chang upon the 
subject, and he had no doubt woula 
ascertain whether-there is anything 
in Chinese politics which might not 
meet the case, and which would have 
a softer name than it had in English. 
Referring to the Exhibition, he con- 
gratulated the association upon the 
magnificent success achieved. He had 
been curious to know the reason why 
they had, immediately upon their ar- 
rival, been conducted to the Cat and 
Dog Show. He felt constrained to re- 
mark that a more demure, grave and 
dignified deliberative assembly than 
the Cat Show he had never visited. It 
was in striking contrast to the Dog 
Show below, where every dog 
appeared to give tongue at the same 
time. He left the members of Parlia- 
ment to say to which class Parlla- 
ment belonged, at certain times. 
(Laughter.) Personally, he was sure 
that he could give his most humble 
support to the reasonable request of 
the association with reference to the 
proposal to carry out a Domimion Ex- 
hibition next year, and he thought 
Parllament would receive the proposl- 
tion very favorably. 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper said he 
had, on a previous occasion, expressed 
the opinion that the association was 
yearly making greater progress and 
doing a grand work in developing the 
national spirit in Canada by means 


of the great Exhibitions which it held, ' 


and which tended to strengthen 
fellow-countrymen down by the sea. 
It was a gratification to him to know 
that nearly all the “salt water” 
members of the House of Commons 
had hastened, when the opportunity 
offered, to attend the Exhibition. 

Mr. Russell, M.P., of Halifax, briefly 
expressed his pleasure at being pre- 
sent. 

Mr. Bell, M.P., Pictou, N.S., had 
very great pleasure in being present 
and seeing the magnificent show, and 
was greatly pleased to hear the words 
which fell from Sir Charles Tupper, 
respecting the high position which the 
Exhibition occupied.

NAPOLEON'S CHARACTER. 


A Curious Composite View of Best Knowm 
Works onthe Emperor.

hour accummulates 3,600 times the 
Nght energy which it received during 
the first second, In this way the plate 
may, as Dr. Huggins thinks, be said to 
almost without Hmit the 
means at the disposal of the astroneo- 
mer. Dr. Huggins indicates two prin- 
cipal directions in which photography 
is of great service to the astronomer. 
In the first place “it enables him with- 
in the comparatively short time of a 
single exposure to secure permanently 
with great exactness the relative )po- 
sitious of hundreds, of even thousands 
of stars, or the minute features of 
nebulae or other objects, or the phe- 
nomena of a passing eclipse, a task 
which by means of the eye and hand 
could only be accomplished at all ufter 
a very great expenditure of time and 
labor.”’ 

Photography puts it in the power of 
the astronomer to accomplish in the 
short span of his own life and so enter 
into their fruition great works which 
otherwise must have been passed on 
by him as a heritage of labor to suc- 
ceeding generations. In the second 
place, the plate records light waves 
which but for such artificial help would 
haye remained forever hidden from 
even the most expert eye. Nor are 
the stars the only heavenly bodies to 
which the telescopic camera is dl- 
rected. The sun is photographed daily, 
and Old Sol has probably beaten the 
record in the matter of photographs 
taken of himself. No spot can pass 
across the sun's face. No new star can 
make its debut in what we may call 
our heavens, no phenomena of interest 
to the scientist can appear without 
being duly noted. The sepectroscupe 
has at once enlarged our knowledge 
of what exists and indicated by what 
has already been discovered how very 
few pages of the vast volume of na- 
ture man has yet been permitted to 
peruse. Its revelations in the past are 
conceivably a mild foretaste of che 
wonders it has in store for the future, 
—London Standard.

After a 
wound has been made perfectly clean, 
dip a suitably-sized plece of cotton 
wool into clean, carbolized water, press 
out any excess of liquid, then apply 
over the wound and wrap up with the 
linen strips. Cat scratches should be 
treated in this way, as the claws of 
@ cat are often unclean, and dirt par- 
ticles, however small, may give rise to 
trouble, 

When a wound refuses to 
bleeding after being bound up, 
ing with clean, cold water will 
times aid in stopping the flow of blood, 
Salt or turpentine should never be up- 
plied to a fresh they not 
only cause a great deal of unnecessury 
pain, but often prolong the time of 
healing.—Boston Traveler.

Tomato Prosorves. 

Select yellow tomatoes, firm, but 
fully ripe, smooth and of medium size. 
Put them, a dozen at a time, In a wire 
basket and plunge for ten seconds In 
boiling water, then at into cold 
water, Peel carefully, so as not to 
break them, take out the green eyes 
with a small, sharp knife and drop 
them as peeled into a jar of clear lime 
water. Let them stand in it for two 
hours, so as to harden; then drain oft 
the lime water, rinse the fruit twi.c 
in cold, clear water, welgh it, 
each four pounds take five 
sugar, the atrained juice of five lemons 
and one quart of clear, strong ginger 
tea. Make a syrup of the sugar, lemon 
Juice and cook it until it ropes a 
little: then add the tomatoes and cook 
at a boll until the fruit is clear 
Skim it out then and cook the syrup 
a little thicker Put the tomatoes in 
jars and cover them with the 
syrup, boiling hot. Lay a brandied 
paper on top, tle down and set nway 
in a dark closet, The syrup ought to 
be thick and clear, like honey, and 
the fruit of a pale, clear golden yel- 
low.

Uon of the high office he nad the henor 
to occupy, and also for the personal 
fulusion to himself us vin mdividual. 
He hoped to be preseat &sam to-mor- 
row with the farmers and to learn 
something which shall be of profit to 
him, He was giad to know mat the 
assembly Was representative of tie 
pre-eminently imporrant enrerprise of 
farming and paid a kindly recagnition 
to the judges, whose position shoula 
be looked upon with respect and con- 
sideration. He had recently pickea

“Canada First," and expiessed the

A RUBBISH TRAP. 


An old ditcher set some stones ede- 
wise when we put in the tile two years 
ago, and said it would work all right, 
but it does not. Gravel and leaves 
wash in between the stones and then 
it overfiows.—J. A. G. 

Construct a shallow well after the 
manner of the sketch, which is design- 
ed to show a longitudinal section at 
the centre of the well. It should be 
deeper than the bottom of the tile to 
recelve the gravel that sifts through 
the slats, The slatted screen is made 
moyable, so that it may be taken out 
and cleaned if necessary. Construct 
the walls of the pit as loosely as pos- 
sible and yet have them substantial, 
so that In case of a great emergency 
the water would flow through the 
walls, should the slats become ob- 
structed, and find its way into the pit 
beneath them. In this case the walls 
would be just as good a screen as the 
plats. When the storm Is over, the 
gravel and leaves can easily be re- 
moved and the slats replaced. This is 
not a fancy sketch, but represents a 
pit made for a similar purpose which 
works well.—Country Gentleman.

GHAND TRUNK NOTES. _ 


the New Trato Master Arriver— 
Diyisional Superintendent Cotter 
ta Town, 


Mr. Wm. Cotter, Superintendent of the 
Grand Trunk Railway between Toronto 
and Portland, and Mr. John Irwin, the 
newly appointed Train Master of districts 
6 and 7, between Brockville and Toronto, 
arrived in tho city last evening and 
registered at Hotel Quinte. 

A reporter met Mr. Cotter this morning 
at the station where he was introducin 
Mr. Irwin into his new duties. He sai 
the position of Train Master was a new 
oftice on the Grand Trunk, but all the 
American roads had similar _ officials. 
Under the new system being adopted by 
Mr, Hays Train Masters were a necessity, 
4s it was impossible for a Superintendent 
to be in touch with the men on the whole 
of his division. He said there had been 
considerable talk of Mr, Hays importing 
so many Americans to take prominent posi- 
tions on the road. Iv explanation of this 
stulement Mr. Cotter said Mr. Hays was 
introducing a new system on the road and 
to do so he must bave men who understand 
the system. He could not waste time, he 
said, in educating men in new lines, nor 
would he bring any more men than was 
really necessary to manage the system 
properly. Mr. Cotter said Canadians know 
very little of the large number from this 
country who aro working on the American 
roads, The monagement, he said, were 
every day receiving letters from Canadians 
who had gone to the other sido, asking for 
positions here. 

The reporter was introduced to Mr, 
Irwin, who would immediately strike any- 
one as a man of business. Even while con- 
versing with the scribe he kept his eyes 
open as to the manner in which passing 
trains wore being handled, and once «he 
called the attention of ane of the yard men, 
in a friendly way, to a mistake that hed

Irwin is a Canadian by birth, _ his 
former home being uear Clinton, Ont. 
He began railrouding on the G. ‘I. R. 
about fifteen years ago and after two 


yeais he went to the Wabash. Hoe will, as 
Train Master. haye charge of transportatlon 
between Toronto and Brockville. All the 
Despatchers, Agents, Operators and those 
connected with the running of trains will 
be under his direction, and ho will be re- 
sponsible for the district over which he has 
jurisdiction. Mr. Irwin is a young man of 
unassuiniuy demeanor, but it is quite evi- 
dent that ho thoroughly understands his 
business. 

In conversation with Mr. Cottor the ro- 
portor learned that the three Train Des- 
patchors being brought from Toronto would 
be here in the course of the next two 
woeks, or as soon as their oflices are ready. 
Mr. Cotter said the object in moving the 
Despatchers to Belleville was to bring them 
in closer connection with trainmen who 
seldom, if ever, see them in Toronto,

The visit of thig party marked a 
new era in the railway history of Can- 
ada. For the first time on record the 
entire train, including the engine, bag- 
gage coach and private car, crossed 
the bridge and entered Canada with 
its own créW. It has been the custom 
for the engine and crew to be changed 
before crossing the bridge, the railway 
companies from varlous motives pre- 
ferring to have trains operated by 
thelr own employes. The Lehigh 
Valley officials received the compli- 
ment of being allowed to run their 
own train, the Grand Trunk Railway 
furnishing a pliot. 

In the evening the entire party 
again visited the grounds and occupl- 
ed seats in the directors’ box of the 
Grand Stand, to view the performance. 

Col. Wilbur is a comparatively 
young man, but has made a reputa- 
tion for himself in railway circles. 
In conversation with a _ reporter 
the Colonel intimated that he made it 
a practice every year to invite his 
assistants and their familles to make 
a tour over the road, not for business, 
but as a sdcial excursion. He had 
found that these annual trips tended 
to promote harmony, and afforded an 
excellent opportunity for them all to 
become bétter acquainted, The party 
attended the opening of the annual 
meeting of the Rallway Superinten- 
dents at Buffalo yesterday and then 
left at once for Toronto to take m 
the sights. 

In reply to a question, Col, Wilbur 
expressed the delight of every one of 
the party at what they saw 
here. His road had carried many 
passengers who were en route to the 
Exhibition every year, but his only 
surprise, after seeing it himself, was 
that they had not carried more, There 
was no exposition along the line of his 
railway. that could compare favorably 
with it in the extent and variety of 
exhibits and the large list of attrac- 
tions. 

“What portion of the Exhibition did 
you enjoy mose?” he was asked, 

"IT enjoyed the whole of it very 
much,’ was the reply, “but you know 
Iam very fond of shooting and, there- 
fore, have a liking for dogs. When 
I visited the Dog Show this afternoon, 
I was very pleased to find such a 
mumber of really fine dogs on exhibi- 
tion.” 

In further conversation, Col. Wilbur 
expressed the wonder he felt at find- 
ing that Toronto could maintain an 
Exhibition of such magnitude. 

The party left by special train, after 
the evening performance, delighted: 
with their visit and entertaining a 
much higher opinion of Canadian en- 
terprise and resources than they had 
before coming.

Nearly Twenty Thousand People in the 
Grand Stand ond Enclosure. 


Long before the afternoon perfor- 
mance was concluded the crowds be- 
gan to gather around the entrances 
to the Grand Stand. As soon as the 
gates were opened there was a grand 
rush for seats and when the perfor- 
mance commenced, shortly after 7 
o'clock, the stand was packed in both 
storeys. Thousands were compelled 
to be content with standing room on 
the lawn, the crowd extending back 
from the fence to the steps leading 
up to the stand itself. The returns 
were not made up at a late hour, but 
it was estimated that nearly twenty 
thousand people had passed into the 
stand and enclosure for the evening 
performance.

RELIGIOUS NSLRUCLION, 


The Anglican Synod at Winnipeg Consider 
lt an Essential. 


Winnipeg, Sept. 9.—(SpeciaL)—At the 
General Synod of the Church of Eng- 
land to-day the Committeee on Edu- 
cation referred to the school question 
and reported as follows on religious 
instruction in the schools: 

“That it is essential, both for the 
community and the children, that 


there should be religious instruction 
in the primary schools. 

“That a half-hour each school day, 
and, if possible, the first half-hour, 
should be. given to such religious in- 
structions. 

“That reasonable arrangements should 
made for such religious instruc- 
tions being given by the clergy or 
their deputies:to the children of their 
own communion, or by the teacher in 
the case of communions agreeable to 
this. 

“That when the above cannot be car- 
ried out, we shall rejoice at the intro- 
duction into the school “course of stu- 
dies" of religious instruction as shall 
include the t hing of selections from 
the Old and swew Testaments, inclu- 
sive of the Lord’s Prayer, and the 
Ten Commandments, and H practi- 
cable, the Apostles’ creed,”

apid Deterioration 
ad Out 


The Cause of Their K 
Luecidly Pot 












It is claimed for the creosote block 
that it will not rot, To my mind the 
createst cause of the breaking down 
of wood pavements Hes not in their 
decay from rot, but from the splitting 
off of the edges of the blocks by rea- 
son of the hammer blows struck by 
the hoofs of the horses The calk 
of the metal shoe strikes a blow ina 
downward direction toward the block, 
If it chance that this blow fall near 
the unsupported edge of the block the 
result will be that a portion of that 
edge will be split off. A subsequent 
similar blow falling a little farther 
back, will split off another fragment, 
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THE NEW BLOCK PAVEMENT, 


and so on until both edges of the block 
are broken away, and a section of the 
block will show a rounded top, as in 
Figure 2. When it arrives at this stage 
the block is in its best shape to re- 
sist the blow of the calk. The blows 
from the hoof of a trotting horse u:e 
delivered with such force that the 
destruction continues, and finally the 
whole surface of the block is lowered 
or broken off. 

Were it possible to fill the interstices 
between the blocks with some sub- 
stance at least as resistant as the 
wood, thus forming a solid backing to 
receive the impact of the blow, the 
wood pavement would perhaps be @ 
success, But in practice it is found 
that the blocks must be free to ad- 
just themselves to constantly altering 
conditions of expansion and contrac- 
tion; in other words the wood blocks. 
obeying an immutable natural law, 
must swell or contract accordingly as 
they are wet or dry, hot or cold, Were 
space not left about each block when 
they are laid in dry condition, the first 
heavy rain would s0 expand each 
block that the whole surface of the 
street would rise in protest. The sur- 
face of even brick streets have been 
known to rise and form an arch, on 
account of intense heat, and could be

DRAINAGE OF ROADS. 


It Is ofthe Utmost Importance to the 
Preservation of Highways 


With wet or clayey roadways, sur- 
face drainage alone is not sufficient. 
Without underdrainage the crown of 
such roadways will dry only by slow 
process of evaporation, during which 
time the topping becomes more and 
more rutted by the passing traffic. A 
subdrain in such soil wil not prove 
eMicient for more than about 12 fect 
on each side; hence, two lines of longl- 
tudinal subdrains are needed on those 
parts of our country roads that pass, 
through wet places, low-lying lands or 
Clayer soil, They should have an aver- 
age fall of about one In one hundred; 
minimum fall, one in one thousand. 
At short intervals, say from 36 to 100 
feet apart, are placed cross drains to 
discharge the water into the alde 
ditches, These cross drains receive a

After a brief summing up from the 
judge, the jury found a verdict of 
guilty, without leaving the box, Then 
the clerk of arraigns put the formal 
auestion: 

“Prisoner at the bar, you have heard 
the verdict of the jury, Have you 
anything to say why sentence of death 
should not be passed upon you?’ 

The prisoner, who was a tall, pow- 
erful, fine-looking man, drew himself up 
erect—he was evidently suffering froin 
great emotion—but, hastily brushing 
his coat-sleeve across his eyes, he 
turned to the judge and said, in a 
eruff, but not unpleasant voice: 

“Well, cap'n., it's hard to be hung 
for nothin’, but I can see this yere is a 
yardarm business. I knows no nvwre 
o' this ‘ere burglary nor a babby; but 
these witnesses ha’n't told no lies, I 
s'pose. And what can I say agin ‘em? 
When this thing came off I was fight- 
ing the slavers on the gold coast. But 
you've got no call to believe that, so 
there's an end o’t.” 

There was something bluff and man- 
ly about the prisoner's manner which 
impressed the judge, who said, not 
unkindly: 

“But, surely, prisoner, if your story 
is true, you must have friends and 
comrades with whom you could have 
communicated? If you had thought 
they could do you good, you would 
have done this. It ts too late now.” 

“You're right, cap'n, It Is too late. 
But it’s all very well to say ‘let ‘em 
know,’ when a man is locked up in 
jail and can’t read nor write, and 
don’t know where they are, They may 
be in Ameriky, and they may be at the 
Cape, and how could I let "em know? 
Leastways, not in time. No, it’s no 
use, cap'n, and you'd better order me 
to be run up to the yardarm at once.” 

Everyone in court stared in amaze- 
ment at the man who thus coolly 
urged the judge to hasten his execu- 
tion, while at the same time protest- 
ing his Innocence. The judge was 
evidently touched and perplexed, for 
after a moment's pause, he said: 

“But, prisoner, the court has no wish 
to hang a man who may be innocent. 
Is there no one here who could speak 
for you?” 

Thomas Wilson looked in a hopeless 
sort of way round the court. 

“Not likeYY—" he began, but sudden- 
ly he stopped short, a look of aston. 
ishment came over his face, he lean- 
ed eagerly forward, his eyes seemed 
starting from their sockets. Everyone 
in court instinctively turned and gazcé 
in the direction in which the prisoner 
was staring. Slowly Thomas Wilson 
raised his arm, and pointing solemnly 
to the stranger from the Lion Hotel 
who sat on the bench, said, in a voice 
half choked by emotion: 

“Ye-es, Utere’s a gentleman there 
who might speak for he if he would.” 

The judge turned sharply round, “Do 
you know the prisoner?” he asked. 

“No, my lord, was the reply. “I never 
saw him before in my life.” 

A deep groan burst from the prisoner, 
and it was echoed by something very 
like a sigh of disappointment from the 
people in court.

Mr Linter defended the Rallway 
Committee from the charge of being 
influenced by corporations, but when 
he attributed language to Dr. Sproule 
that the latter did not use he was 
promptly called to order by the ecnatr. 

Mr. Lister thereupon struck a stump 
speech gait, and howled out that Dr, 
Sproule had admitted that the late 
Government had been under the 
thumb of giant railway corporations, 

The debate was continued by Mr 
Oliver, after which the motion passed 
and the bill was referred, 

Mr. Taylor moved the second read- 
ing of his Allen Contract Labor bB ll, 


and want*d it referred to a select corm- 
mittee. Its object was to protect the 
Canadian laborer. 

Mr. Laurier acknowledged the im- 
portance of the bill, but regarded the 
principle as somewhat objectionable. 
He admitted the great discontent 
created in Canadian border towns by 
the American labor law, which was 
of the same tenor as Mr, Taylor's bill. 
If their bill was a blot on their legis- 
lation it would be a blot on our sta- 
tute book to retallate to protect our 
own laborer. We may be compelled to 
do the same, but he asked the honor- 
@ble gentleman not to proceed further 
at the present. Correspondence had 
taken place between the two Goverl- 
ments on this question, and he would 
like time to look into it. He moved 
the adjournment of the debate. 

Sir Charles Tupper agreed with Mr. 
Laurier as to the great importance of 
this measure, and emphasized the 
hardship wrought by the United 
States denying to Canadians the privi- 
leges freely conceded to Americans in 
our labor market. He did not, how- 
ever, agree that it would be a blot on 
our statute book to pass retaliatory 
legislation, but all retaliatory meda- 
sures were to be avoided if possibic, 
and under these circumstances he en- 
dorsed the position taken by the First 
Minister, He trusted the mover 
would therefore withdraw his 
(Government applause.) 

Clarke Wallace held that It would 
not please the people of Canada to 
walt any longer, as past exprrience 
had shown that the longer we waited 
the more harshly we were treated by 
the United States. Negotiations would 
be more effective, he thought, if we 
had an alien labor law on our statute 
books. 

The debate was continued by Messrs, 
Davin, Tisdale, Wood, McCleary, S. J. 
Macdonald, Prior, Dyment, Ganong, 
Prior, Clancy, McGregor, Bennett and 
Henderson, and then Mr. Laurier 
spoke again. He said if, by .orre- 
spondence which had taken place, the 
Government came to the conclusion 
that nothing more was to be expected 
from the American authorities, and 
they persisted in maintaining on their 
statute book this unfriendly law, then 
there would be nothing left but for 
Canada to adopt a similar course. The 
sentiment of the House appeared to 
be very strong. The only thing now 
to be*ffone was to learn whether the 
American law was to be muintained. 
If it became necessary to pass such 
a law in Canada its terms should be 
word for word with that of the United 


States. There could no complaint 
in that event. Retallation was to be 
deplored, but there were oceasions 


when retaliation became a necessity 
on the part of a nation, which respect- 
ed its own dignity. (Hear, hear.) 

Major Hughes supported the bill 
and, after Sir Charles Tupper had 
expressed his satisfaction at the Pre- 
mier’s remarks, the dehate was ad- 
journed. 

The House adjourned at 11.30 p.m.

(Mail and Empire.) 

On the constitutional question wo are 
boing treated daily to now doctrines, At 
one time tho Liberals held to tho viow 
that we had acquired solf-goverament, 
Mr, Blako, indeed, thought ho hal given 
sue chartor its finishing tonch when he 
secured an anmoudinent to the Governor 
Goneral’s instructions under whieh the 
prerogative of merey was to be exercised 
only on the advice of Ministors of tho 
Crown. Now wo are being asked to bo 
lieve that there ia such a thing As a ** pro- 
visional” Governmont, and that through 
some unlovked-for misbehavioe vo the 
part of Parlinment the frauchisos hithertu 
understood to exist are withdrawn. A 
“ provisional” Government there 
not be, That there is a momont when 
the powers appertaining to the people 
are suspended jt ix altugethor unwise 
to protend. ‘The ‘arest assertion 18 
that tho authority resting with the 
representative of the Crova is elastic 
That is to say, it may bo 8 rotched no 
merely to cover thy rejecti u of advice, bu 

ty include in addition comments upon the 
Leyislatare and upon the judiciary.

Four more committees of 
mons clected chairmen this morning 
as follows: Public Accounts, Mr, Me- 
Mullen; Private Bills, Mr. Scriver; Bx- 
plring Laws, Mr, Beausoleil; Privi- 
leges and Hlections, Mr, Langelier. 
All chairmanships of the com- 
mittees have gone members from 
Ontario and Quebec, 

The Railway Committee of the Privy 
Council, as constituted under the Govy- 
ernment, met this morning, @ large 
docket of cases being ready for con- 
sideration. Only about one dozen had 
been disposed of when the hour for 
adjournment arrived 

A civic delegation is here from Ham- 
ilton in connection with certain appli- 
cations of the Hamilton Radial Rail- 
way. The cases were not reached when 
the hour for adjournment arrived, bet 
will be taken up to-morrow. Hon, J. 
M. Gibson came down with the dele- 
gation. 

An important delegation represent- 
ing the Dominion Board of Legisla- 
tion of Railway Employra waited up- 
on Mr, Laurier, Sir Richard Cart- 
wright and Sir Henri Joly to-day. 
About 20 delegates were present, com- 
prising engineer conductors, track- 
men, firemen and train hands, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. Mr, Albert 
Hudson of Ottawa, Mr, Williams of 
Hamilton and Mr. Lowe of Ottawa 
were spokesmen. They produc ed Mr, 
W. F. Maclean's bill for the introduc- 
tion of automatic couplers and brakes 
and endorsed it in toto. Then they 
brought up Mr, Casey's bill of last ses- 
sion and approved of the majority at 
the clauses. They asked for a regu- 
lation in the House of railway em- 
ployes, that all cars shall be of a uni- 
form height as a safeguard against 
accidents In the winter to brakemen, 
that suitable ladders should be con- 
structed on the sides of the cars for 
the safety of those who climb them, 
that compensation to the amount of 
$3000 should be paid to every railway 
employe permanently, disabled and 
several minor details, They also asked 
that Edward Woilllams of Hamilton 
should be appointed to a seat in the 
Senate as representative of raliway 
men, the idea being that the Govern- 
ment would then have at hand a man 
capable of offering them advice in all 
matters connected with railway legis- 
lation. They also asked for the ex- 
clusion of the Chinese and for the 
enactment of a retaliatory measure 
against the United States to keep out 
American labor as is now practised 
against Canada. 

Mr. Laurier replied briefly to their 
requests, stating that he had nothing 
but the amplest gratitude to express 
for the way in which the claims had 
been presented. The feeling existing 
between the employes and the com-~ 
panies seemed to be of 4 most cordial 
nature, and in this we have reason to 
be thankful that the bane and euree 
of other countries is not found tn Can- 
ada. In the main, he was most favor- 
ably disposed to what had been sub- 
mitted. Mr. Maclean's and Mr. 
Casey's bills would be favorably con- 
sidered. The principle was sound and 
acceptable, providing for the protec- 
tion of the labor classes, He con- 
sidered it a blot upon our institutions 
that laboring men of any class should 
be kept out of their just pay for au 
months at a time, and if a company 
js not able to pay its hands thelr 
daily remuneration it will not be toler- 
ated. The remedy, will have to be 
found for the same. Mr. Laurier also 
spoke of the Chinese immigration 
question as one fot which a solution 
must be found. As regarls tne urbi- 
tration board, he was plewed to sce 
that they sought nothing more than 
the Ontario Act, and if the Dominio: 
has the power of legislation on the 
subject he saw no reason why the law 
should not be extended to every pro- 
vince. Then as regards the alien labor 
law he still had hope of being able 
to induce Americans to extend to 
Canadians what is their plain birth- 
right, and if this’1s not obtainable 
we will give them the same measure 
of treatment that Is accorded to us 
and the medicine will be exactly what 
they have themselves prepared. The 
suggestion about Senate representa- 

tive would be carefully considered. 


The bankers had another successful 
meeting to-day. Z. A. Lash, Q. CG, 
read a paper on the relation of banks 
to debtors. The report of the Editing 
and Correspondence Committees of 
The Bankers’ Journal was read and 
adopted, and a vote of thanks was 
passed to the committee. There was 
a further debate on the silver ques- 
tion, the election of officers took place 
and the following were chosen: Hon.

Washington, Sept, 6.~In these days, 
when satire and retort and bitterness 
fill the alr, the gospel carol of this ser- 
mon whl do good to all who read and 
practice it The text le Proverbs xxv, 
15, “A soft tongut breaketh the bone 

When Solomon sald this, h drove «& 
whole volume Into one phras You, of 
course, Will not be ao silly as to take 
the words of the text In & literal sense 
They simply mean to set forth the fact 
that there Is a tremendous power In @ 
kind word, Although it may seem to 
! very Insignificant, its force is in- 
deseribable and illimitable. Pungent 
Gnd all conquering utterance, “A soft 
tongue breaketh the bone." 

if I had time, I would show you 
kindness as a meaps of defence, a5 & 
means of usefulness, kindness as «& 
means of domestic harmony, kindness 
as bestiemployed by governments for 
the taming and curing of criminals and 
kindness as best adapted for the set- 
tling and adjusting of international 
quarrel, but I shall call your attention 
only to two of these thoughts, 

And, first, I speak to you of Kindness 
as a menns of defence. Almost every 
man. in the course of his life, is act 
upon and assaulted 

The firat impulse of the natural heart 
says: “Strike back, Give as much as 
he sent. Trip him into the diteh which 
he dug for your feet, Gash him with 
as severe a wound as that which he 
inflicted on your soul, Shot for shot, 
Sarcasm for sarcasm An eye for an 
eye A tooth for a tooth.” But the 
better spirit in the man’s soul rises up 
and says, “You cought to consider that 
matter." You look up into the face 
of Christ and say, “My Master, how 
ought I to act under these difficult cir- 
cumstances?” And Christ instantly 
answers, "Bless them that curse you, 
and pray for them which despitefully 
use you."’ Then the old nature rises 

up again and says: ‘You had better not 
forgive him until first you have chas- 
tised him. You will never get him in 
so tight a corner again. You will never 
have such an opportunity of inflicting 
the right kind of punishment upon 
him again. First chastise him and 
then let him go.” “No,” says the bet- 
ter nalure, “hush, thou foul heart. Try 
the soft tongue that breaketh the 
bone.” Have you ever in all your life 
known acerbity and acrimonious dis- 
pute to settle a quarrel? Did they not 
always make matters worse and worse 
and worse? About 55 years ago there 
Was a great quarrel in the Presbyterian 
family. Ministers of Christ were 
thought orthodox in proportion as they 
had measured lances with other clergy- 
men of the same denomination,» The 
most outrageous personalities were 
abroad. As, in the autumn, a hunter 
comes home with a string of game, 
partridges and wild ducks, slung over 
his shoulder, so there were many min- 
isters who came back from the eccles- 
jastical courts with long strings of doc- 
tors of divinity whom they had shot 
with their own rifle. The division be- 
came wider, the animosity greater, 
until after awhile some good men re- 
solved upon another tack. They be- 
gan to explain away the difficulties, 
they began to forgive each other's 
faults, and, lo! the great church quar- 
rel was settled, and the new school 
Presbyterian church and the old schaol 
Presbyterian church became one. The 
different parts of the Presbyterian 
order, welded by a hammer, a little 
hammer, a Christian hammer, that the 
Scripture calls “a soft tongue.” 

You have a dispute with your 
neighbor. You say to him, “I despise 
you.” He replies, “I can't bear the 
sight of you.” You say to him, 
‘Never enter my house again.” He 
says, “If you come on my door sill, 
rll kick you off." You say to him, 
“I'll put you down.” He says to you: 
“You are mistaken, Ill put you down.” 
And so the contest rages, and year 
after year you act the unchristian 
part, and he acts the unchristian part. 
After awhile the better spirit seizes 
you, and one day you go over to the 
neighbor and say: “Give me _ your 
hand. We have fought long enough. 
Time is so short, and eternity is so 
near, that we cannot afford any long- 
er to quarrel. I feel you have wrong- 
ed me very much, but let us settle all 
now in one great hand shaking and 
be good friends for all the rest of our 
lives.” You have risen to a higher 
Platform than that on which before 
you stood. You win his admiration, 
and you get his apology. But if you 
have not conquered him in that way 
at any rate you have won the applause 
of your own conscience, the high est!- 
mation of good men and the honor of 


your Lord who died for his armed 
enemies.

piness and to God, I have faith 
in the prayer child & old 
in the way of bringing an Infidel bac k 
to Christ and to heaven than I have 
in all the hissing thunderbolts of e¢ 

clesiastical controversy You cannot 
men with religious argu. 

If you come askeptical 
an argument on behalf of 
the Christian religion, you put the man 
on his mettle, He says: “I see that 
man has a carbine. I'll use my car- 
bine. I'l answer his argument with 
my argument.” But if you come to 
that man, persuading him that you 
desire his happiness on earth and his 
esternal welfare in the world to come, 
he cannot answer It. 

What I have said is just as true in 
the reclamation of the openly vicious 
Did you ever know a drunkard to be 
saved through the caricature of 4 
drunkard? Your mimicry of the stag- 
gering step, and the thick tongue and 
the disgusting hiccough, only worse 
maddens his brain. But if you come 
to him In kindness and sympathy, if 
you show him that you appreciate the 
awful grip of a depraved appetite, if 
you persuade him of the fact that thou- 
sands who had the grappling hooks of 
evil Inclination clutched in their soul 
as firmly as they now are in his have 
been rescued, then a ray of I’ght will 
flash across his vision, and it will seem 
as if a supernatural hand were steady- 
ing his staggering gait, A good many 
years ago there lay in the streets of 
Richmond a man dead drunk, his face 
exposed to the blistering noonday sun. 
A Christian woman passed along, look- 
ed at him and said, “Poor fellow!" 
She took her handkerchief and spread 
it over his face and passed on. The 
man roused himself up from his de- 
bauch and began to look at the hand- 
kerchief, and, lo! on it was the name 
of a highly respectable Christian wo- 
man of the city of Richmond.

The Speaker sald that the principle 
he had gone upon was that, being 
permanent public officers, these gen- 
Uemen had no right to interfere in 
politics. Having done so they had 
been dismissed. 

Sir Charles Tupper asked Mr. Lau- 
rier if he purposed laying on the table 


the latter's resignation of the post 
of commandant of the Royal Military 
College. He Intimated that it was of 
the greatest Importance that this let- 
ter should be brought down. 

Mr. Laurier replied: The Govern- 
ment have no objection to the letter 
being laid on the table, but they con- 
sider it as a matter between two ofli- 
cers, and the moment they agree to 
have the letter brought down it will 
be brought down. 

The case of Mr, Bechard was taken 
up by Sir Hibbert Tupper, who re- 
quested a more definite ex- 
planation, that of the Speak- 
er that he had delivered a 
political speech not being regarded as 
sufficiently specific. Sir Charles Hib- 
bert also demurred to the proposition 
that these men should not be free to 
fo as they pleased in all decency when 
not in the pay of the House. 
The Speaker thought Sir 
Tupper was unduly severe upon him 
for having honestly endeavored to 
banish politics from the service of the 
House. But if it came to that there 
was nothing in the law to prevent 
him from dismissing all these session- 
al clerks, and he would be guided as 
to this by the instructions of the 
House, (Cheers of Liberal members, 
‘Turn them out!) Mr, Speaker added 
warmly that as he had done he pro- 
posed to do. He was surprised his 
action should not have elicited the 
sommendation of the hon. gentlemen 
opposite, 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper regret- 
ted that the Speaker should have 
found it necessary to resort to threats.

tablishments where H. M. ships are 
built, and failing a satisfactory reply, 
that steps be taken by the Parllamen- 
tary Committee to have the question 
raised in the House by the Labor 
M. P.’s during the discussion of the 
national estimates in the ensuing ses- 
sion of Parliament.” 

The Congress decided to send dele- 
gates to the American Labor conven- 
tion, and adopted the following resolu- 
tion offered by the National Union of 
Glassmakers and General Laborers of 
Great Britain and Ireland; 

“Considering that the employment 
of children in factories and workshops 
and the subsequent exploitation by the 
tapitalist is injurious to the children, 
unjust to their parents and a crim? 
against the human race; conside.ng 
the infamous fact that the children 
ef the working class have not the 
fame opportunities of the class room 
and the play ground as the chi dren 
pf the capitalist class; considering that 
In this connection Great Britain is be- 
hind other countries; considering that 
unhappy parents under an unhappy 
system are actually willing and even 
anxious to have their children torn 
from school and hurled into the fac- 
tory; this Congress Is of opinion that 
the time has come for Great Britain to 
cease building its empire upon chil- 
firen’s hearts, to give up coining its 
wealth out of children’s wasted lives, 
and thereby instructs the Parliamen- 
tary Committee to demand as a tem- 
porary minimum from the Government 
the abolition of child labor funti! the 
gee of 15, and of all night Jabor until 
the age of 18.” 

It was agreed that the next Con- 
gress should be held in Birmingham. 

The Congress also passed the follow-

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Pest, Tumbling Mustard, 


Tumbling mustard is a troublesome 
weed in the Canadian Northwest pro- 
vinces, says the American Agricul- 
turist, and has recently been reporte 
ed from nine different localities in the 
United States, mostly on waste lands 
and city lots, Its record in Canada, 
and the rapidity with which it has al- 
ready spread in some places in the 
United States, necessitate prompt 
action if its further progress is to be 
checked. The weed is found through- 
out the greater part of Europe, north- 
ern Africa and western Asia. In the 
United States, is has been found in 
Pennsylvania, Missouri. South Dakota, 
Tllinols, New Jersey, Minnesota, Iowa, 
It is most abundant about elevators, 
indicating that it is probably introduc- 
ed in impure seed. Temperature and 
moisture have not yet limited its range, 
and there is every reason to suppose 
that if left unchecked it will dispute 
the possession of land with daisics, 
thistles and other foul growth. This 
pest is a biennial, after germination re- 
sembling dandelion or shepherd's 
purse. The spring of flowering, @ 
stalk 2 to 4 feet high shoots up, usual- 
ly much branched above, making a4 
bushelike top. A small part of a 
flowering branch is shown at d. The 
lower part of the stem bears numecrovs 
leaves 3 to 1@ inches long and 1 to 3 
Inches wide, shown at b, The leaves 
are deeply lobed and toothed. In May 
or June, nearly white blossoms, one- 
third inch in diameter, shown at c, 
appear in small clusters at the ends of 
branches, Flowering and seed  pro- 
duction continue until late in summer. 
Mature pods are 2 to 4 inches long 
and very narrow; some plants beur 
2,500 pods, with 120 seeds each. A row 
o7 small, oblong, yellowish seeds are 
packed in each pod

sign af fire In the downstairs rooms 
nor in the upper part facing the rail- 
Way track, but the blaze was bursting 
forth from the bedroom occupied by 
Mrs. Dutcher and her children in rcar 
ofthe house.

Lord Rosebery, as the 
leader of the Liberal party, has spok- 
en at last, but it is in a tone of re- 
straint. He excuses rather than criti- 
cizes Lord Salisbury for his impo 


tence up to the present moment, and 
his cry is: “ This is not a party ques- 
tion, It is far above and beyond party ” 
He does not hold out much encour- 
agement, his words being: “As Eu- 
rope is now situated, I hope for more 
from the efforts of diplomacy, under 
this new sting of humiliation, to bring 
about European action than I do 
from public feelings, I found hopes, 
too, on the natural sentiment of the 
young Emperor soon to be among us, 
who has such power, such responsi- 
bility and such immeasurable possi- 
bility of well-doing.”’ 

Lamentably weak this, when com- 
pared with the clarion battle call from 
the Grand Old Man printed in the 
same column of the evening news- 
papers. The concert of Europe, he 
leclares, has been a miserable and 
disgraceful mockery. “ The method of 
remonstrance pursued by the powers 
in the face of overwhelming evidence 
that nothing but force would avail has 
been in itself a moral offence as wel 
as a political blhonder.”

He went 
on to s@y that his people desired 
peace, and that Rhodes had won their 
confidence by coming unurmed to the 
Matoppos and meeting them. Rhodes 
replied that the native poliwe would 
be abolished for ever, Yesombo then 
said he required a well-kuown official 
to be dismissed, and Rhodes replied 
that the official was no lonyer in the 
employ of the Government. Mr, Rhodes 
then said: Do you want peace or 
war? 

Secombo answered by taking his rifle 
and assegais and throwing them down 
in front of Rhodes, which he said 
meant the surrender of the whole na- 
tion. He added that the Matabele 
would all come out of hiding with 
tLelr women and children in the course 
oC a few days. Public opinion is that 
the rebellion Is at an end in Matabele- 
land. The memorable indaba was 
held on the site of Kershaw’'s death. 
At Fort Inseza, in the Matoppos, on 
Saturday, fourteen leading chiefs sur- 
rendered unconditionally to Colen- 
brander, An indaba took place at 
three o'clock at a place three miles 
from Fort Inseza, and lasted three 
hours. The following were present: 
Cecil Rhodes, Colenbrander, Dr. Sauer. 
A despatch was subsequently taken by 
Dr. Sauer, accompanied by Captain 
Cardigan, in which Mr. Rhodes pro- 
mised their lives to those who sur- 
rencered on Sunday, and also con- 
cessions on their delivering up their 
arms. The opinion is that the war is 
practically at an end. 

After the surrender had been agreed 
on, Secombo addressed Mr. Rhodes as 
“father and greatest of chieftains,” 
(On returning, Mr, Rhodes said: ‘This 
is one of the scenes which make life 
worth living.”’ A short distance from 
the council place the little party pass- 
edalarge and fully armed impli, but 
they were not interfered with in any 
way. 

The following cablegram was recelv- 
ed from Earl Grey, the company’s ad 
ministrator : “After several days’ ne- 
sotlations with rebels, Mr. Rhodes, Dr. 
Sauer, and Mr. J. W. Co!enbrander 
rode unattended, at the risk of their 
lives, Into the heart of the rebels’ 
Stronghold, five miles into the 
Matoppos, and thirty miles east 
of Buluwayo, Held four hours’ in- 
daba with following chiefs: Somabu- 
lanka, Mlugulu, Secombo, Gunu, 
Dhlism, Mayobo Mabevu, Sighota 
Nyanda, Bidi, and thirty-four heads 
of towns and majacas, all representing 
districts and military towns. Result— 
War Is over; terms of settlement not 
yet known, but practicaly amount to 
unconditional surrender.” 

The following telegram from the mill- 
tary authorities in South Africa was 
on Wednesday night communicated to 
the press by the Colonial Office : Lieut.

LAMP 
REFORM BY THE BICYCLE 


What Is Belng Done in the Cause of 


Good Koads. 

Everybody knows what the bicycle 
is doing for the good-roads problem 
Of course the farmers have all along 
been the persons most interested in 
improving the country roads, and 
gecmns a littic strange that they left 
the work to the wheelmen 60 long. 
But a similar thing happened in photo- 
graphy. The professional photograph- 
ers, working for their livelihoods, 
haven't developed their own business 
half so rapidly in some directions as 
the amateurs, working for fun. Here's 
where the good citizenship comes in 
The bicyclists and the good-roads pro- 
phets are hand in glove, according to 
the Washington Star. 

In many of the states of the League 
of American Wheelmen consuls even 
frown upon the construction of separ- 
ate bicycle paths, partly heasitating to 
divert so much money from the com- 
mon roads, partly fearing leat the con- 
struction of special paths may result 
in abridging the privileges of the wheel 
on the thoroughfares, This fear Is 
probably ill-founded. Local authori- 
ties have always exercised the right 
to regulate and classify vehicles for the 
good of all classes, without impugning 
their rights where the classification 
ceases. Special speedways are in many 
cities constructed for trotting horses, 
but the man in the sulky uses the com- 
mon roads in going and = returning 
from his speedway; and so does the 
equestrian, for whom special paths 
have been laid out In most large parks 

However this may be, motives of 
the attitude of the more conservative 
consuls in this matter are most em- 
phatically those of good citizenship. 

Until recently New Jersey and Mas- 
sachusetts were the two states which 
had done most for their highways. 
The most radical recent legislation, 
however, is the new Connecticut law 
(statutes of 1895), which pledges the 
State to pay one-third the cost of one 
mile of road in each town each year 
if the county and the towns wil leach 
pay one-third. The cost of one mile 
of road is estimated at $3,000. 

A poor town is by this means enabled 
to get a mile of good road at a direct 
cost to itself of but $1,000, and the 
most of the general state and county 
cost falls on the richer towns and 
cities. A better device could hardly 
be imagined for encouraging road im- 
provement in the poorer regions. 
Eighty-five towns availed themselves 
of the law last year, and seventy- 
five more have already swung into line 
for 1896, These are about two-thirds 
ef al towns in the little nutmeg state. 
Before this year is over a New York 
cyclist may ride on good roads nearly 
all the way to Boston by way of New 
Haven, Hartford and Springfield. 

In New Jersey road-building has 
been carried on upon scientific prin- 
ciples, not so much throughout the 
state as in Connecticut, but rather 
concentrated in the more populous 
countries. 


Better Roadsand Wider Tires Needed. 

Farmers have more reason to agitate 
for geod roads than any other class, 
not even excepting bicyclers. Good 
roads to the former mean economy in 
reaching markets; often better mar- 
kets, because they could be reached 
at the right time; advantages of so- 
cial life in the winter and early spring, 
Saving in time and In the wear and 
breakage of wheeled vehicles, and a 
general advance in all that pertains 
to a higher state of civilization. 

Bicyclers are doing much to pro- 
mote good roads. Now is the time 
for our farmers to make a positive

One improvement must go along 
with that of better construction and 
drainage of the roads. The wheels of 
all vehicles should have wider tires. 
In France the width of tire is from 
three to ten inches, with the bulk of 
four-wheelers six inches. lu Germany 
loads _ must 
have at least a four-inch tire; Aus- 
tria requires a tire of 4 1-2 inches wide; 
Switzerland requires all draft wagons 
to have a six-inch tire. If we were to 
build good roads our wagons, as now 
constructed, would speedily destroy 
them. They are road-destroyers as 
certainly as if built for the purpose. 
Go on and build the roads, and begin 
at once to reform the wagon wheels.—

Good Roads: 


Timber for Nondside Trees. 

The scattering trees that grow up 
by the roadsides and in fence corners 
are usually much tougher wood than 
trees of the same variety that grew 
in the original forest Exposure to 
sunlight and severe winds is what 
toughens the fibres of such trees, Oaks 
and hickories that have grown up in 
this way are especially valuable, as 
they are mostly valued for their tough- 
neas It will pay farmers 
such timber to make inquiries, and 
with a little trouble they can prob- 
ably find a good market for it

THE TUSSOCK MOrH. 


J. Hoyes Penton, M.A., Tella All About 
the Orgyia Leucostiguma, 


An insect which has come strikingly 
into notice during July is the tussock 
moth Indeed, its name 
household word in Toronto Although 
the tussock moth largely confined it- 
self, in Toronto, to an attack upon the 
horsechestnut trees, yet it is a de- 
Atroyer of the follage upon other trees 
It has been found to do much injury 
fo the apple and elm, and also to feed 
upon the plum, pear, maple, oak, 
nut, butternut, locust and spruce 
if any trees are 
tacks, 

In Toronto the trunks of the horse- 
chestnut trees attacked in some cases 
presented quite a spotted appearance 
from the innumerable white misses of 
EES and cocoons attached to the bark 

This insect is readily known in all 
ite stager—egs, larva, pupa and im- 
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The eggs appear in masses (400-700) 
covered with a frath-like substance 
that dries. and hardens upon them, 
and serves to protect them from injury 
by the weather (rain), predaceous in- 
sects, and cven birds. This covering Is 
very white, and renders the masses of 
eggs quite conspicuous at considerable

distance from where they are deposit- 
ed. 

As soon as the eggs hatch, tiny cater- 
rillars make their appearance (about 
June), and as development proceeds * 
they pass through a series of moults 
(three—one a week). After the third 
moult the larva presents all the strik- 
ing characters which make it so readily 
identified. 

The head and two spots on the 9th 
and 10th segments are a bright red 
color; the back is black with yellow 
lines along the sides; the body ig 
sparsely covered with long, pale yel- 
low hairs, giving the caterpillar a 
yelowish appearance. 

Four cream-colored dense tufts of 
hair form a row upon the back of the 
4th, 5th, 6th, and 7th segments; while 
{from each side of the head a long 
Diack tuft extends forward, and an- 
Other projects backward from the 
posterior end of the body, 

The young caterpillars soon after 
hatching scatter over the tree, feeding 
Upon the leaves; when disturbed they 
drop by a silken thread to the ground. 

Having renched full development, 
which occuples about six weeks, dur- 
ing which the caterpillars have at- 
tained about 1 1-2 inches in length, 
they enter the pupa stage, which Jasts 
less than two weeks. The cocoon of 
the male is whitish or yellowish, and 
Very thin; while that of the female is 
much larger, or a gray color,and much 
firmer texture, The male chrysalis is 
brownish, and shows’ rudimentary 
Wings; the female is much larger, and 
shows no wing sheaths. 

The cocoons may be found In crevices 
of the bark on the trunk and larger 
limbs, or in any sheltered spots near 
where the caterpillars have been at 
Work. 

In about a week the moths appear, 
The male is winged, and measures 
about 1 1-4 Inches across the expand- 
ed wings; has feathery antennae, and 
very hairy front The general 
color is ash gray; the front wings are 
crossed by heavy bands of darker 
shade, with two black markings on 
the outer edge near the tip, and a 
white spot on the inner edge, also 
near the tip 

The female is wingless, 
gray color: short 
thored, She is scarcely able to walk. 
Scon after she emerges from the 
coon, she begins to lay her ege4 upon 
the old cocoon, and covers them with 
n frothy substance; as soon as thia iu 
done her life work is at a close, and 
she drops exhausted and dies 

The winter is usually spent in the 
eke stage, when clustera of them are 
readily observed upon the trees

seen in September Much depends on

The hints and suggestions given 
herewith are expressed with rather 
more confidence than we should gen- 
erally use in regard to the eflicacy of 
such remedies, They are, however, 
very simple, and for emergencies can 
do no harm. 

Salt and water, used as a gargle for 
Sore throat, is equal to chlorate of 
botash, and is entirely safe. It may 
be used as often as desired, and if a 
little is swallowed each time it will 
have a beneficial effect on the throat 
by cleansing it and allaying the Irrita- 
tion. In doses of one to four tea- 
spoonfuls in half a pint of tepid water, 
it acts promptly as an emetic, and in 
cases of poisoning is always on hand, 
It is an excellent remedy for bites and 
stings of insects. It is a good astrin- 
gent in hemorrhages, particularly for 
bleeding after extracting of teeth. 

Mustard is another valuable remedy. 
No family should be without it. Two 
or three teaspoonsfuls of ground mus- 
tard stirred into half a pint of water 
acts very promptly as an emetic, and 
is milder and easler to take than salt 
and water. Equal parts of ground 
mustard and flour or meal made into 
a paste with warm water, and spread 
on a thin piece of muslin, with an 
other piece of muslin laid over it, 
plaster.” It is almost a specific for 
forms the indispensable “mustard 
colic when applied for a few minutes 
over the “pit of the stomach.” For all 
internal pains and congestions there is 
no remedy of such general utility. It 
acts as a counter-irritant by drawing 
the blood to the surface. Hence, fin 
severe cases of croup a small mustard 
plaster should be applied to the back 
of the child's neck. The same treat- 
ment will relleye almost any case of 
headache A mustard plaster should 
be moved about over the to be 
acted upon, for if left in one place it 
is llable to blister, A mustard plaster 
acts as well when at a distance from 
the affected part. An excellent sub- 
etitute for mustard plasters is what Is 
known as “mustard leaves.”’ *They 
are sold a in a box, and ure 
about four by five inches. They are 
perfectly dry, and will keep for a long 
time For use it is only necessary to 
dip one in a dish of water for a min- 
ute and then apply it. Common bak- 
ing soda is the best of all remedies in 
cases of scalids and burns It may be 
used on the surface of the burned 
place, cither dry or wet When ap 
plied promptly, the sence of relief is 
marmical It seems to withdraw the 
heat and with it the pain, and the 
healing soon commences,—New

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Why Germans Make Good Bread, 

I have kept house for twenty years, 
and finttered myself that I could make 
fine, light bread; but within the last 
year I have discovered that the Ger- 
man women make the best bread that 
ever was eaten.

Many did not bo- 
lieve that temperance consisted In total 
prohibition. All agreed, however, that the 
sale of iquor over the counter was quite 
lmiproper, He was not prepared to say 
that under the order given by the Speaker 
the sale of liquor would be absolutely pro- 
hibited, but the principle should be en- 
forced that obtains in clubs, namely, that 
a member should have the privilege of 
getting what liquors he wanted with his 
incals. But if the sense of the House was 
that there should be no liquor sold, either 
over the counter or in the rooms of the 
restaurant, there could be no objection on 
the part of the Government to the motion 
pissing. 

Sir Charles Tupper sald that there was 
one thing which called for the passage of 
such a resolution, and that was that the 
mere fact that Nquor could be had withio 
the precincts of the House had caused the 
publication of erroneous charges concern- 
ing the character of members. (Hear, 
hear.) The Inte Speaker had Issued and 
carried out a rule precisely the same ns 
that recently assented to by Mr. Laurier, 
yet it had not served to protect the 
House from yery severe animadyersions in 
cortain of the press, and on many political 
platforms throughout the country. (Hear, 
hear.) In bis own judgment it was hot 
possible to get together a more temperate 
body of men or men exercising more ex- 
euplary self-control than the gentlemen 
ccmposing the Canadian House of Com- 
mens. Sir Charles added that he had seen 
a good deal of Parliaments abroad, but 
he considered that the Canadian Parlia- 
inent, in respect to its temperance, com- 
pared more than favorably with any of 
thom. He belleyed his hon, friend Mr, 
Craig was inepired by a desire to protect, 
by means of this resolution, the House of 
Commons from the undeserved aspersions 
cast upon.it in the past, and which might 
be repeated uplexs some such resolution 
was passed and put Into effect. 

Mr. Bilis (St, John) thought it would be

many complications, It Was charged by 
the English Government that he was the 
man who organized the ‘Invyincibles’ inp 
Dublin in 1882, whose alleged agents in 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, on May 6, of that 
year, stabbed and killed Und ecrotary 
for Ireland Burke and Lord Brederick Cay- 
endish, Tynan himself never denied this, 
nor that he was the ** No, 1" mentioned 
in the testimony which was given at the 
trial. Before any arrests were made tu 
connection with the tragedy, however, Ty- 
nan fled to France, aud finally reached this 
country. He spent most of his time In 
this city, and became a naturalized Amertl- 
can citizen, He took part in the Blaine- 
Oleveliund campalgn of 1884 on the Republl- 
can side, and four yours later, when Gen, 
Harrison was clected President, he was re- 
warded with a position In the custom 
house. He had been a Republican stump 
speaker ever since his arrival in this coun- 
try. His last public appearance herd was on 
July 4 last, when he addressed the encamp- 
ment of the Irish Milltary Union at Bridge- 
port, Conn. Tynan has not been seen In 
New York for the past seven wecks ; nel- 
ther has Kearney. It was stated in Irish 
circles that both had gone South and West 
to stump for McKinley, and the atatement 
was necepted as true. Why Tynan should 
go to France or to England on any kind of 
mnission that required secrecy none of his 
friends can tmagine. His picture has been 
published hundreds of times, and he hos a 
countenance that oncé seen could never be 
forgotten, Koarney was not known to be 
connected with any revolutionary move- 
ment In this country.

HATCHED IN THE STATES. 

London, Sept. 14.—The Central News 
Says that the plot in which it Is chargeu 
Tynan, Bell, Wallace and Kearney were 
implicated was hatched In the United 
States, and that it was widespread in its 
ramifications, not only in England, but in 
various continental countries. The coa- 
Apia was started months ago, and, ul- 
though those connected with it though:

bulld, but which gives a window far 
inferior as homes for plants, to a sim- 
pler one that might be bullt for half 
the money, and still be quite as orna- 
mental if a little judgment and good 
taste were but used fn their construc- 
tion 

I am very glad to see 
our prominent architects and home 
builders are giving this matter their 
attention, "They are beginning to rec- 
ognize the use to which the majority 
of bay windows are put nowadays, and 
are simplifying them in order to better 
adapt them to the purpose of success- 
ful plant growing. A careful examina- 
tion of resulta will convince anyone 
that this can be, and is, done without

beauty. In fact, the modernized bay 
window can be made much more light 
and graceful in appearance than the 
old, clumsy one ever was. The old 
one was made up mostly of woodwork, 
inside and out. There were heavy 
frames between the sections of glass, 
and a heavy cornice, and were it not 
for the fact that they projected in such 
a manner that some light came in at 
the sides, they would be no better for 
plant growing than the ordinary win- 
dow. 

The windows in which it is intended 
to grow plants should be constructed 
as closely as possible on the plan of 
the greenhouse—in fact, they should 
be made miniature greenhouses as far 
as it is possible to do so, The free 
admission of Nght should be arranged 
for, and this item should be made of 
primary importance, for without plenty 
ef ght it is not possible to grow good 
plants. In order to get as much light 
as possible let the woodwork be 4s 
light as is consistent with necessary 
strength, and let the glass be large. 
If possible, have the roof of glass, that 
liglett may be admitted from above. 
Curved glass is not very expensive, and 
can be substituted for the ordinary 
flat glass if that is not considered suffl- 
ciently ornamental. If the window fs 
a high one, and care is taken to avoid 
a heavy, projecting cornice, a glass 
roof may be dispensed with, but where 
it can be used, would by all means, 
advise it. There is no possibility of 
having too much light, 
~ Of course it is not in the province 
of this article to lay down rules as to 
size. That is a matter that must be 
decided by the planner and owner of 
the house, but I would advise him to 
make the window as large as possible 
without allowing it to get eut of har- 


mony with the general design of the 
house and his pocketbook. The woman 
who loves flowers almost always sighs 
for more room, for she is constantly 
adding or wishing to add to her <ol- 
lection. If you can afford a window 50° 
large that it can almost be called 4 
little greenhouse instead of a window, 
have it by all means. If the name 
of bay window seems inappropriate, 
because of its having outgrown the 
usual size of such windows, discard the 
term, and call {it a plant room, Your 
plan maker, if he is a man of good 
taste, can give you a design for It 
that will make it one of the most at- 
tractive features of the house when 
seen from outside, and when you have 
it full of “green things growing,” and 
bright with bloom, you will see that 
you made no mistake in making It 
large and roomy. In such a place you 
can grow more than one good-sized 
specimens, but in the ordinary bay 
window one plant of medium size will 
monopolize most of the room, and the 
others must take up with such quar- 
ters as they can eet, which will gen- 
erally be very little. A window that 
extends the whole width of the living 
room will make that room the most 
cheerful and attractive one In the house 
when you have it full of flowers, and 
the chances are, even then, that you 
will wish it were as large ugain. 

But by all means have glazed doors 
between your plant room and the room 
from which it opens. If this is done, 
you can shut the plants in by them- 
selves without shutting them out of 
sight. Its other advantages, too, are 
numerous, those relating to heating 
and dusting separately from the living 
room being the chief. 

Provision should be 
the escape of overheated air, or cf 
unpleasant smells, through the roof, 
and for the admission of fresh air from 
the sides below. The latter is best rce- 
ulated by means of a tin pipe two 
inches across, which should be carried 
to nearly the top of the sash inside by 
means of an elbow, areld it should have 
ain easily-operated hinged cover. Have 
it so arranged that you control the ad- 
mission of fresh air, and that the fresh 
air admitted will not come into direct 
contact with the plants. If the plant 
room is large and needs extra heat on 
a cold night in winter, a small oll 
Btove will fill the bill. The floor should 
be of tile or cement, that water 
will not injure the floor covering.

Says Tynan and Bell Were 
Anything but Smart. 


The Authoriites Anticipate that Extradl- 


tion Proceedings will Be Protonged—A 


Fifth Man ts Now Free Because of Pre- 


mature Disclosure of the Arrests—The 


Sensation tn Rugland Over the Matter 


Is Intense and Universal- Latest De- 


tails In Conncetion with the Case, 


Now York, Sept. 15.—Mr. 
cables from London that Le had an Inter 
view lost night with a Scotland Yard offi 
eclal intimately connected with the 
eling of the latest dynamite 
could not permit the 
name, He said: “Tynan 
complices were at our merey from the In 
stant they landed at European ports, as 
had full information from New York of 
thelr projects before they atarted. But 
even had we not been forewarned, Ty 
man's proceedings on the Continent would 
have attracted suspicion, He was vory 
flush with money and yery fond of cham- 
Pagne, with the result that wherever he 
met an English-speaking person he Indulg 
ed in violent abuse of England and dark 
hints of bis deadly wission, together with 
thinly-velled allusions to his own idenuty. 
He and Bell, who has been arrested at 
Glasgow, spent a week in Paris, consort- 
ing openly with all the known Fenlan ex- 
tremists there, whom they entertained tin 
regal style, never displaying the Jeast suc- 
picion of being watched, so the work of 
our officers in shadowing them was mere 
ebild’s play, Bell was more reserved 
than Tynan, whose swagger he tried to 
restrain. Bell is a typical fanatic, but 
Tynan Impressed our men as belug what 
they call ‘a bounder.' Just fancy, when 
Bell was In Glasgow he correspinded in the 
ordinory way through the post with Ty- 
ban on the Continent. These letters were 
of course at the mercy of the British au- 
thorities, who thus obtained full informa- 
tlon of the progress of the conspiracy. 
“Tynan was arrested formally on a war- 

rant issued against him In 1882 for com- 
plicity In the Phoenix Park murder con- 
spiracy, but this was a mere temporary ex- 
pedient, as another warrant now has been 
issued by the English Government on a 
charge of conspiring to cause dynamite 
explosions In this country, and an appli- 
for extradition will be made on 
the Intter warrant. 

“We anticipate that the extradition pro- 

lings will be prolonged, as the United 

States Government is certain to intervene, 
all the men arrested claiming American 
citizenship, In fact, Tynan has already ap- 
plied for protection to the American Am- 
bussador in Paris, Our bellef ig that ex- 
tradition will be granted and that Tynan 
will be tried in this country, not for the 
Phoenix Park crime, but on the specific 
charge on which extradition is granted. I 
know there are considerable apparent le- 
gal obstacles to securing his extradition, 
but our Government its confident of over- 
coming them, 

“The disclosure of the arrests made was 
rather premature, resulting In fristrating

MISERY IN NEW VORK, 
Woman Found Starving th Riverside Park 
—Two Men, a Wontan and Three Child+ 
ren Nearly Paustshed- Sulcides, 

New York, Sept. 15.--The never-end- 
ing story of human misery in and 
about a great city was written for 
public perusal in many ways yester- 
day. 

It Was stamped upon the 
tures of Jennie Plovencher, 
starving by a policeman in Riverside 
Park. For five days she had been 
without food, save a bowl of bread and 
milk given by a kind-hearted colored 
woman, Without friends, money or 
employment she had wandered the 
streets until she swooned from sheer 
exhaustion, She is in the Harlem Hos- 
pital. 

It was repeated with pathetic em- 
phasis in the ravenous manner in 
which six persons, two men, &@ woman 
and three children, ate last night in 
the Bast Twenty-second-street station, 
They were from Pennsylvania, and 
lad been two weeks tramping to New 
York, and when found had been three 
days without anything to eat. 

The story was written with the re- 
volver which sent a bullet into the 
wearied brain of Isidor Arguelles, a 
once wealthy cigar manufacturer, in 
his Matiden-lane office. His business 
had been ruined by the Cuban revolu- 
tion. 

Again was the tale stamped with the 
mark of a suicide’s death in the case 
of Dr, Charles F. Ives, an aged den- 
tist, in West Thirty-fifth-street. Se- 
rarated for years from his family, suf- 
fering from an incurable disease, he 
fought and found release by chloro- 
form and gas, 

It was repeated In the squalid rooms 
in New Haven, where Charles Tracy, 
out of work, his wife with a babe 
at her side, and five small children, 
were found by charity agents, starv- 
ing.

Tho arrest of Patrick J. Tynan, tho

has aroused public interest in the Phoonix 

Park murder, ‘The following brief but 

comprehensive sketch of this monstrous 

crime is furnished by tho Mail and Ku- 
pire : 

Lord Frodorick Cavendish arcived in 
Dublin on May @, 1582, to be presout at 
the formal entry of tho new Viceroy of 
Treland, Lond Spencer. During tho day 
he was ongaged in oltivial business nt the 
Castle. Later he left the Castle on foot to 
walk in Phoonix park, where he mot Mr. 
Burxe. 

It was a bright summer evening be- 
tween seven and ight o'clock, scarcely 
less light than at noonday, and there wore 
many persons in the park, Tho two men 
walked along tho principal road, until thoy 
wero within a fow yards of the Phonix 
monument, Some boys on yelocipedes 

ed thom and rede around the monu- 
ment, and whon they returned found the 
Chief Secretary and Mr, Burke lying 0. 
the ground dead, and covered with wounds, 
Both were in large pools of blood. 

On examination it was found that Mr. 
Burke had received several stabs noar the 
region of tho heart, and that his throat 
had been cut. His clothing was much 
torn, and his hands bore marks of a fierce 
and protracted encounter. Lord Frederick 
Cavendish had been stabbed in several 
places about the chest. Tho crimo was 
witnessed by several persons, who thought 
the participants were roughs wrostling. 

Four men who wore seen driving ina 
car towards the monument were known 
to be the murderers, but for some time 
their identity could not be established. 

At last clues were obtained and closely 
followed, anda large number of further 
arrests made, Amoog the prisoners was 
James Carey, a Town Councilor, who later 
turned informer. He had lured other men 
to join the Invincibles, which was an inner 
circle of the Fenian organization, the 

‘object of which was to murder Govern- 
mont officials, Carey had arranged the 
Phosnix park assassination, and had given 
the signal whon the deed was to be dono. 
Tynan, the man arrested yesterday was 
one of thoso appointed to organize a society 
in Dublin. 

The trial of the accused men resulted in 
the conviction of Joseph Brady, Daniel 
Curley, Michael Fegan, Thomas Catfroy 
and Timothy Kelly, all of whom were ex- 
ecuted. Carey was released, and started 
on 4 yoyage, underan assumed name, for 
South Africa on the steamer Melrose 
Castle. He was followed by an Irish 
avenger, who shot and killed him at Port 
Elizabeth.

The Oheese Situation, 


The cheese exports showed a material 
falling off last week, amounting to only 39,- 
616 boxes, against $4,024 boxes for the week 
previous, making the total shipments from 
the commencement of the season 976,000 
boxes against 057,000 boxes for the corres- 
ponding period last year, show an _ increase 
of 19,000 boxes ; but the combined shipments 
for the same period from New York and 
Montreal show a decrease of 61,000 boxes. 
A great deal more importance, however, is 
attached to the small stocks held in this 
city, as they are less than half what they 
were ayearago. It is also known that 
factorymen as a rule have sold their 
make pretty close up to August, and 
are anxious to contract balance of season. 
In fact, a number of factories in the Picton, 
Campbellford and Belleville districts haye 
sold their August-September cheese at 0c 
and October at 9ic, and in some instances 
we hear that 9jc has been paid for Septein- 
berand %jc for October. At the boat on 
Monday the bulk of the Quebec cheese 
brought 9c, one ecto bringing Dic. On 
Friday and Saturday last, one holder sold 
about 4,000 boxes of Western at 9c, but 
holders now want more money. The an- 
omalous state of the market is pointed out 
in the fact that the Liverpool public cable is 
only 40s to 4is0d, while sales are being 
made on this side at 45s. It should be re- 
membered, however, that the present pu- 
lic cable quotations are for summer goods, 
which are supposed to be not worth as 
much as fall goods by lc per lb. Regarding 
stocks in store here, careful estimates place 
them at between 55,000 and 100,000 boxes 
against 250,000 to 300,000 boxes at this time 
last year. This shows such a big shrinkage 
that it not doubt is an Important factor in 
the present advance in values, which must 
have its effect. Last yearat this time we 
Were completely blocked with June and 
July goods, whilst this year they 
have been pretty well worked oft, 

and there is now only the fall make 
left to work upon. This has exerted a 
material influence upon the market, but 
whether or not it will be permanent re- 
mains to be seen. It is argued that the 
present movement is purely speculative, 
and cannot last; but if speculation has 
taken hold of the market with present 
material to work upon, prices may go 
higher before they are lower, Last week 
it was stated in these columns that the 
market on the whole had a bullish tendency, 
and that we should see higher prices. This 
has come to pass. On the other hand, 
there are those who thought there was no 
reason for the advance, and who still 
maintain that the receut appreciation in 
rices does not rest upon any legitimate 
asis, as they claim that the cheapucss of 
other provisions does not warrant the pre- 
sent adyance in cheese; but such a liue of 
argument does not always follow, especially 
ifany scarcity should be found to exist in 
the supply of cheese. As we before stated, 
the great paucity of stoc« in this city,us com- 
pared with those of a year ayo, isu feature 
that cannot be ignored. The « heapness of 
other kinds of provisions can never supply 
thé demand for cheese. It may modify 
tosome extent its consumption, but the 
requirements of consumers of cheese cau 

Always be relied upon to a certain degree 

and should the supplies point toa scarcity, 

the low prices of other articles would then 
have no cifect. Wedo not for a moment 
prevend to aay there will bean real scarcity 
gat we are merely arguing the point that 
the cheapness of other articles would wot 
influence the market for cheese if a scaroit 

of that product were to be oxperionced

It Is One ot the Many Printed by the 
American ible Society. 


The Zulu Bible is one of the Interest- 
ing forms of the Scripture among the 
vast number of tbles printed in the 
Bible House in N w York, by the Am- 
erican Bible Soci ty. The statistics of 
the society are interesting and sur- 
prising to any one unfamiliar with 
them. The society's twenty-cent Bible 
and five-cent Testament are probably 
the cheapest books in the world, The 
Testament for five cents is marvelous. 
It Is a small book, but the type Is clear 
and plain, and the cover, a saft one of 
cloth, is neat and attractive The 
figures on the ins le of the 1896 edition 
show that 12,442,0.0 copies of the book 
have been printed. The Bible is in the 
1895 edition, and the figures show that 
at the time of its issue 2,300,000 had 
been printed. That number has now 
been largely increased It has been 
estimated that in busy times an aver- 
uge of one Bible and three or four 
Testaments are turned out every 
minute by the plant in the house for 
every day in the year, About two- 
thirds of all the Bibles printed are 
given away, and the others are sold 
at cost. Last year the society issued 
1,750,283 Bibles and Testaments The 
English editions nd editions In com- 
mon European languages are all print- 
ed at the Bible House. Some of the 
languages of the extreme east, like the 
Chinese, can be printed more cheaply 
by native workmen in the country to 
which they belong, The Canton Bible. 
which is in the eolloquial tongue 
spoken by most of the Chinese in this 
vicinity, is printed at the Bible House. 
In the past elghty years of Its exist- 
ence, the society has issued 61,705,841 
volumes of the Holy Scriptures, In 
pearly 100 languages and dialects. In 
the first twenty-five years of Its ex- 
istence it printed nearly 3,000,000 books, 
in the second nearly 19,000,000, and the 
total issue of the third twenty-five 
years was 32,448,136. An old gentleman 
interested in the work has estimated 
that there have been Bibles enough 
printed to supply every person in the 
world with one.

the Conservative candidates. 

Dr. Montague retorted that if the 
Minister had taken the trouble to 
state the whole truth it would have 
been better, The fact was that the 
instructions laid down as a first con- 
dition that none but qualified vetert- 
nary officers were eligible. Of course 
appointments upon that basis were 
made on the recommendation of the 
members for the county or district. 
The honorable Minister would do the

Ottawa, Sept (Special) —The 


somewhat unusual was wil- 


nessed in the House of Commons this 
afternoon of a member formally ris- 
ing in his place and complaining of 
the Interference In the discharge of his 
duties by an official of the House, It 
was Mr. Casey who thus ran up 


against the sergeant-at-arms in 
manner which will be referred to pre- 


sentlv. 


There were 26 questions on the or- 
der paper, and to facilitate the dis- 
cussing of them Mr. Speaker inau- 


gurated the Dnglish practice of caus- 
ing questions to be numbered, thus 
avolding the necessity of thelr being 
read, 

Mr. Foster had the following ques- 
tion on the order paper: 

Did the leader of the Government 
at Abbotsford, P.Q., on October 8th, 
1890, make use of the following words: 
“When the Liberal party comes Into 
power it will send commissioners to 
Washington to propose a mutual 
agreement by which there will be free 
trade along the whole line, doing 
away with custom houses that go #0 
far to cause friction between the two 
countries,” or words which would con- 
vey that meaning? 

Did the leader of the Government 
fn Boston in 1891, as reported In the 
press of that city, say: "The first ar- 
ticle at the present moment in the 
program of the Liberal party Is to 
establish absolute reciprocal freedom 
of trade between Canada and the 
United States, for all products of the 
two countries, whether natural or 
manufactured. Their object is, when 
there is a Liberal Administration at 
Ottawa, to offer to the United States 
the free entrance to our territory of 
all American products, whether na- 
tural or manufactured, provided the 
United States extend the same privi- 
leges to the products of Canada,” or 
words which conveyed that meaning? 
Did the leader of the Government at 
Brampton in 1894 use, as reported, 
the following words: “If we come into 
power, on that day I promise you a 
commission will go to Washington, 
and if we can pfet-a treaty in natural 
products and a list of manufactured 
articles, that treaty will bs made?” 
Did the leader of the Government use 
the following words in Boston in 189}, 
as reported in the press: “The pro- 
position which we make Involves the 
position that we should offer to the | 
American people that which is denied | 
to the rest of the world. In so say- 
ing, I do not forget that I am a sub- 
ject of the British Crown” ? 

Is the leader of the Government | 
aware that the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce has declared: “If it (un- 
restricted reciprocity) does discrimin- 
ate against Great Britain we have a 
right to. We owe Great Britain noth 
ing but charity for her atrocious 
blundering against our interests. 
There never was a time that Canada 
could not have bettered her position 
by joining the United States" ? ' 

In view of the foregoing declarations | 
and pledges, Ist. Has the Govern- 
ment sent any commission to Wash- 
ington for the purpose of negotiating , 
a treaty of reciprocity between the 
United States and Canada? 

2nd. If not, is it the present inten- 
tion of the Government to do so, and 
tf so, when? 

Mr. Laurier said he would endeavor 
to satisfy the rather fastidious cur- 
fosity of his friend. With regard to | 
the first part he would not be bound 
by the accuracy of the report. He did 
not use any such words orconvey any 
such language. Regarding the alleged | 
report of his Boston speech, he had 
again to say that he would not be 
bound by the accuracy of reports of 
his speech in the American press, It 
was well known that the American 
dailies did not report speeches in full 
unless the manuscript was handed tv 
them in advance of a speech being de- 
livered. As regards the question of 


the utterances of the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, that Minister 
was pleased Mr. Foster had | 


taken to studying his speeches, as he 
believed the perusal of them would 
greatly benefit the hon. member ind 
might prevent him from repeating 
many errors into which he had fallen. 
(Laughter) The Minister was inclin- 
ed to believe that several disconnect- 
ed sentences had been yut together 
from his speeches, and he would be 
obliged if Mr. Foster would ‘nform 
him where the said speeches were de- 
livered. The Government had not 
sent a commission to Washington for 
the purpose of negotiating a recipro- 
city treaty with the United States. It 
was the present intention of the Gov- 
ernment to enter into negotiations 
with the United States, but the Gov- 





ernment believed that, pending the 
Presidential election, the time would 
mot be opportune. The Government 
would not like the commissioners to 
come back after an interview with the 
American authorities of three minutes 
duration. (Applause and laughter.) 


Mr. Mulock told Mr. Richardson that 
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Hi. Tupper had on the order 
yAper veral questions regarding Mr. 
yavies’ views on the Chignecto Ship 
t matter, as well as the Hud- 
on Bay matter 

Mr, Davies said that his views on 
the Chignecto Marine Railway had not 
undergone any change. With regard 
to the Hudson Bay Kailway matter 
he had no doubt that he had denounced 
that scheme as propost 

Mr, Dayin: I wish you would make 
some of those speeches in the House. 
(Loud laughter.) 

Sir Henri Joly informed Mr. Douglas 
that the question of customs duty on 
forelgn leaf tobacco would be taken 
up on the revision of the tariff. 

Mr. Cameron asked the following 
question: Is it the intention of the 
Government to issue a commission 
such as was issued by the late Sir 
John A. Macdonald shortly after his 
accession to power in 1878 to enquire 
into the acts of his predecessors in 
office? 

Is it the Intention of the Govern- 
ment to issue a commission to en- 
quire into the various acts of the de- 
partments and the official misconduct, 
negligence and maladministration 
charged against the late Government 
for the last 18 years, and for various 
sums of money that have been illegal- 
ly taken from the public treasury 
during that period? 

Mr, Foster objected to the latter por- 
tion of the question as containing 4 
statement of fact involving a charge 
which no member had the right to 
make in that way. ; 

Mr, Cameron said he stated it was 
charged that money had been Illegally 
taken, 
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Mr. Foster pointed out that the 
direct charge was made that money 


had been illegally taken from the pub- 
lic treasury. 

The Speaker ruled on Mr, Foster's 
objection that the point was well tak- 
en, consequently Mr, Cameron Wes 
obliged to strike out that portion of 
his question. 

Mr. Laurier said the Government 
was considering the matter. 


Mr, Cameron had another question 
' on the order paper respecting the 
claim for damages made on account 


of the building of the Tay Canal, 
Mr. Blair said that many claims 
have been put in and for a very large 
amount. The list was so long that he 
thought the better course would be 
to move for a return for the informa- 


tion, or he could give it to the hon, 
member privately. 
Mr, Cameron said he did not want 


He wanted 
There would be no 
time to move for it and it would bt 
therefore well for the Minister to read 
it. 

Mr. Blair seemed to be unwilling to 
take up the time of the House, but the 
back bench men on the Liberal side 
called out, “Read.” A period of un- 
followed, several members 
offering suggestions. Then Mr, Casey 


| got the floor and was yelled at, “Sit 


down.” Mr, Casey remained on his 
feet and put his hand to his mouth 
fh order to make himself heard above 
At this stage the sergeant- 
at-arms rose from his chair and walk- 
ed over to Mr, Casey's desk, What 
ensued there can only be surmised 
what followed. Mr, Casey im- 
mediately sat down and a moment 
later rose and walked quickly over to 
Speaker, with whom he entered 
into conversation. 

Mr. Blair in the meantime had con- 
menced reading the list of claims 
along the Tay Canal, which took him 
nearly ten minutes to dispose of. 

Dr. Landerkin remurked; “The 
claim is longer than the canal.” (Loud 
laughter.)

He desired io vay that 
his firm did not owe the Government 
one cent for binder twine, and he pro- 
ceeded fo show by the correspondence 
with the department thatthis was the 
case. In conclusion, he thanked the 
gentlemen on the Opposition side of 
the House for giving such a high char-

he has been singularly fortunate in 
“slipping from under” every time Jie 
hand of the law has fallen on 
with whom rumor has connected him 
in former Fenian flascoes and offences. 
A former detective apprises me that 
in 1882 he was concerned in the selzure 
of a large quantity of rifles and re- 
vyolvers in Hoxton, where they had 
been stored ready for use by Irish 
patriots, Walsh “went up" for sev- 
en years for his share in storing them. 
It was then said that the warehouse 
had been leased by Tynan, who was 
always spoken of as “the man in 
spectacles.”

My detective informant has a belief 
of his own that a relative of one of 
the recently released dynamiters ex- 
posed the most recent plot to the Govy- 
ernment, The English Liberals have 
been hinting that the liberation of 
four prisoners was due to a “deal” 
between the Tories and the Irishmen 
in Parliament, by which the Tories 
got Irish votes for one of the Govern- 
ment bills. My informant says that 
late in the last session the Home Sec- 
retary announced emphatically that 
he saw no grounds for releasing any 
of the so-called political prisoners, 
yet a few weeks later they were re- 
leased. What happened in the mean- 
time, my informant believes, was the 
betrayal of the present plot by a re- 
lative, seeking to gain the freedom 
of one of the dynamiters since re- 
leased. 

I sent a reporter to see Bell's arrival 
from Glasgow.

THE NILE EXPEDITION. 


British Forces Mave Pussed the Third 
Cataract—Troops in Good Shape aud 
Anxious te Fight, 


Cairo, Sept. 18.—The Anglo-Egyptian 
expedition to the Soudan passed the 
Hannek, or third cataract of the Nile, 
to-day. The men all are eéager for an 
encounter with the Dervishes. The 
expedition bivouacked at Abu Fatmeh, 
from which place Dervishes were vis- 
ible on both sides of the river. It is 
expected that a battle will be fought 
to-morrow at Ferman, where the Der- 
vishes are gathered in force. Abu 
Fatmeh, where the troops now are, 
is about forty miles north of Dongola.

The Chicora of Torouto Had a Lively Battle 
With the Wayes, But Got Through 
Safe and Sound. 


Niagara, Ont. Sept. 20,—(Special.)— 
The Buffalo Sunday News says: “The 
steamer Chicora on her voyage from 
Toronto to Lewiston yesterday after- 
noon experienced, according to old 
sujlors cn board, the roughest weather 
eyer encountered on Lake Ontario,” 
said Mr. Samuel Mayer of New York 
at the Iroquojs lust evening. Mr. 
Mayer was one of the passengers, 
‘Tt Was an experience which I would 
not go through again for all the wealth 
in the city of Buflulo.” He continued, 
“The sky was clear and the sun was 
shining when we left Toronto, but 
before we were out a half hour the 
breeze stiffened rapidly and soon a 
hurricane was blowing. 

“The lake was « mass of white- 
capped tumbling waves, So tempestu- 
ous did the sea become that the ma- 
jority of the passengers sought refuge 
on the lower deck. There were a num- 
Sor of women on board, and when the 
big boat began to roll and toss an 
epidemic of sea-sickness spread from 
how to stern. The situation soon be- 
came alarming. Mountainous waves 
rose as high as the upper decks an] 
swept everything before them. The 
welght of water crashing down the 
stairways smashed several doors to 
kindling wood and carried the trunks 
and valises and heavy Voxes from on+ 
end of the boatete the other, Some 
fool yelled that the boat was sinking 
and for a half hour a scene of wildest 
yanic prevailed. Vomen ran hither 
and thither, tearing their hair and 
crying piteously for help. Others 
dropped on their knees and wildly 
erled to Heayen for aid. One woman. 
crazed with fright, ran about offering 
her money and jewels to anyone who 
would save herself and children from 
the awful “ ath which she believed 
was imminent 

One woman threw her arms around 
my neck in a paroxysm of fear and 
hegged me in the name of Heaven 
to save her. While I was trying to 
assure her that there was no reason 
to fear immediate danger, another 
grabbed me from behind and added 
her supplications to those of the one 
I was trying to quiet. Another grasp- 
«a me tightly around the legs and for 
« few minutes I was in an interesting 
‘a I thought they would strangle 
ie, 

"The fear was not confined to the 
Women. Of all the men on board only 
half a dozen kept their heads. 

“The captain and crew did every- 
(hing in thelr power to restore order, 
shey told the panic-stricken passen- 
«ers that the boac was well able to 
ride the storm and asked them to 
listen to the steady pounding of the 
engines, but it was a long time be- 
ore order was restored. Most of the 
yvomen became hysterical when they 
realized that deatt. was no longer be- 
fore them They laughed and cried 
ly turns. I never felt more relieved 
in my life than I did when the boat 
plowed her way past Niagara-on- 
he-Lake and on up the river. As I 
sald before, I hope never to repeat 
the experience.” 

Mr. KE. Rose, who was on board, was 
npoken by The World 
cent. On reading the statement in 
Vhe Buffalo News, he said: “Yes, I 
was on board, but things were not 
quite so serious as represented, The 
yeas Were tremendous, but the Chi- 
cora behaved splendidly and every 
possible credit is due to the officers 
ond crew of the steamer for the able 
manner in which they handled the 
wtaunch craft.”

After their defeat the en- 
Dervish force retreated south- 
wards upon Dongola, At the same 
time the expedition’s steamess start- 
ed for the same place, and, being the 
quicker, reached there before the 
Dervishes, The city was found to be 
deserted by warriors and the steam- 
ers at once landed a force of ‘infantry 
to hold it until the arrival of the 
main body of the expedition, 

At the time the despatch wis sent 
the Dervishes were approaching Don- 
gola overland and scouts reported that 
they were carrying many of thelr 
wounded with them. Included among 
the wounded are some of the most 
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noted Uiefs. i 
as the Dervishes 
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El Hafir was i .t taken by the 
troops until aft a most stubborn 
resistance on th part of the Der- 
vishes, The ritlemen of the latter 
fought behind w ll-made mud forts 
and in trenches, These defences, how- 
ever, were soon wrecked by the heavy 
fire of the Egyptian artillery, and the 
Maxim battery, that was manned by 
thie Connaught Rangers The Der- 
vishes stood the fire bravely, but were 
finally compelled to withdraw. 

Their cavalry took no part in the en- 
gagement, remaining some distance off 
in the desert waiching the result of 
the battle. When the British and 
Egyptians landed, the entire force re- 
treated southward, The capture of 
the place was hailed with delight by 
the natives, who have long been har- 
ried by the dervishes. They shouted, 
danced and sang in a frenzied man- 
ner and hailed the expedition as their 
deliverers. 

London, Sept. 20.—The correspondent 
of the Daily News, who is with the 
Soudan expedition, telegraphs that in 
the attack on El Hafir the dervishes 
were outwitted. They all advanced 
on land to meet the troops, thus per- 
mitting the gunboats to ealip past the 
town, sink one of their steamers, and 
hurry on to Dongola. When the Der- 
vishes saw the move they turned and 
tried to overtake the gunboats and 
save Dongola, but the land forces of 
the expedition headed them off The 
Staffordshire regiment will follow the 
gunboats to Dongola, and thus the 
dervishes will be placed between two 
fires. 

Wad Bishara, the leader of the der- 
wishes, was wounded at El Hafir. He 
was carried outside the range of the 
guns. A prisoner states that when he 
taw that he was defeated he exclaim- 
ed: “Allah is against me.” 

Notwithstanding the statement of 
the Government that Dongola was the 
objective point of the Anglo-Egyptian 
expedition, the London newspapers 
concur In the opinion that, now Don- 
rola has been taken, the expedition 
will proceed to the re-conquest of 


the entire Soudan.

And do not allow it to be swayed by 
the wind. I think I could instruct any- 
one how to level more correctly by the 
way mentioned above and with less 
expense than going six miles for a sur- 
veyor. 





Whitewash. 

The whitewash used by the United 
States Government for the lirhthouses 
and beacons, chosen for its permanence 
under the most extreme exposure to 
the weather, is made as follows: Fresh 
hydraulic cement of any good stand- 
ard kind, not of the more costly im- 
ported kinds, three parts, and clean 
fine sand one part, are mixed well with 
cold water and immediately applied. 
This gives a light brownish white that 
is not so glaring as the common lime, 
and has been found to resist moisture 
better than any other wash. It adheres 
to brick or stone or wooden walls or 
fences very firmly. In its application 
the walls are first wet with water, by 
which the adhesion of the wash is 
made stronger than if applied to a dry 
surface, 

Another good wash is made in this 
way: Half a bushel of good fresh lime 
is slacked with boiling water and kept 
covered from the air during slackinz 
to prevent weakening of the lime by 
the carbonic acid of the air. It is 
strained through a fine sleve or cloth, 
and seven pounds of salt are added; 
three pounds of rice flour boiled to a 
thin paste, half a pound of Spanish 
white and one pound of broken glue 
steeped in cold water and then dis- 
solved In hot water are then added, 
and when well mixed by stirring five 
gallons of hot water are mixed in and 
the whole again stirred. This is kept 
a few days closely covered, when it 
is ready for use. It is applied hot, be- 
ing kept in a kettle over a fire. This 
may be colored a light brown by burnt 
umber or a cream yellow by yellow 
ochre. A light gray is made by add- 
ing a small quantity of lampblack pre- 
viously mixed with water and thor- 
oughly stirred. One pint of this wash 
covers a square yard. 





Training Fruit Trees. 

A correspondegt of the London week- 
ly called Gardening Illustrated, writes 
as below: 

We might learn a lesson from the 
foreigner in the matter of training fruit 
trees on wires, as well as in the utiliz- 
ing of what may be termed 
places by the sides of the railways 
The annexed cut shows a combination 
of espalier and pyramidal training 
which might with advantage be adgpt- 
ed in English gardens.

The Roman Mission Explained, 
(Mail and Empire.) 

The explanation of Mr. Laurier’s state- 
ment that he has not talked with Abbe 
Proulx, the Ambassador to the Pope, ‘on 
the subject of the Manitoba schools is to 
be found in the announcemenc of the Ot- 
tawa Journal, that all negotiations on that 
subject are conducted by Mr. Tarte. Le 
Cultivateur, Mr. Tarte’s paper, is busy ex- 
plaining, in the guise of replies to other 
papers, the particulars of the Roman mis- 
sion. La Presse has said that Mr. Lau- 
rier is eudeavoring to get the Pope to 
agree to acompromise. But Mr. Tarte’s 
paper says: ‘* It is not just to say that the 
Talepate is commissioned to ask the Pope to 
accept. a part of the rights guaranteed: by 
the constitution.” The basis of the pro- 
posed seltlement is ‘‘to render to the 
Catholic minority in Manitoba the rights 
which are guaranteed by the constitution, 
and defined by the judgment of the Privy 
Council.” Another paper has said the 
question is a constitutional question, 
aud therefore ought not to be referred 
tothe Pepe. Le Cultivateur says it is 


pee constitutional and partly re- 
igious. Tho fact that the bishops ex- 


pressed an opinion with regard to it shows 
that it has a religious side, ‘If it is a re-

‘Thus providentially releas- 
cd, Mrs, Turpin fled into the house as 
affording the saf st asylum and locked 
the door. Seeing himself baulked of 
his prey, Collis began to batter in the 
Windows with his gun, the stock of 
which was broken In the effort. Ob- 
Serving his sister at one of the win- 
dows, he aimed at her an tron bar, 
which crashed through the glass, but 
inissed its intended billet and struck 
a plece of furn ture on the opposite 
side of the room. Though a big, power- 
ful man, welghing 224 pounds, Collis 
failed to force an entrance to the 
farmhouse, and thereby two lives wery 
saved. At this critical juncture, wien 
Collis was positively consumed with a 
lus ‘blood, the unhappy man Cock- 
crill appeared upon the scene, hav- 
ing arrived thus early, as was his cus- 
tom, to start the farm servants on 
the work of the day. Collis had con- 
ceived a great hatred of the steward, 
belleving that he had supplanted him

Known, as the man who came to Mrs. 
Vurpin's assistance, and might have 
been an eye-witness of the tragedy 
which was destined to follow, had 
left the farm precincts to fetch the 
police. There is no doubt, however, 
that Collis first shot Cockerill and then 
beat him with the butt end of his rifle. 
Having thus rendered his victim pow- 
erless and probably insensible, Collis 
ruthlessly and deliberately, with a 
large knife with which he had provided 
himself, severed Cockerill's head from 
his body and placed the gory trophy 
of his crime in a bowl. Dr. Pallett of 
Karls Colne, who afterwards Saw the 
body, informed a reporter that tre- 
mendous force must have been used, as 
the head was clean severed from the 
trunk and part of the victim's beard 
or whiskers was cut off as though by 
a keen-edged razor, Meanwhile a farm 
hand had conveyed news of What was 
going on at the farm to the police at 
Halstead. When a policeman reached 
the spot Collis, his hands and clothes 
Stained with blood, was in the act of 
walking calmly out through the farm 
gateway, carrying in one hand a bowl 
containing the human head and in the 
other a double-barrelled gun and some 
dead chickens. The policeman asked 


jy him what he had been doing, to which 


Collis replied that he had been killing 
a sheep, but in the next breath de- 
clared that he had shot a cock phea- 
Sant. On perceiving the head in the 
bowl, the officer cried out, “Why, you 
have committed murder.” Collis, in a 
dazed sort of tone replied, ‘Have I? I 
am sorry. Let me kiss you.” And sult- 
ing the action to the word, the mur- 
derer stooped down to embrace the 
constable, who at the same time notic- 
ed, sticking out of the maniac's pocket, 
a long-bladed knife, stained with blood. 
With remarkable nerve, the policeman 
Snatched the formidable weapon away, 
and after a struggle also secured the 
sun. The constable then took the 
head, and was able by marks only too 
clear upon the ground to trace the 
route by which the murderer had 
come from his victim's body, He found 
Cockerill’s mutilated corpse lying in 
the yard among the horses and pigs. 
Assistance coming up, the murderer 
Was overpowered, securely bound with 


plow ropes, and conveyed to Hal- 
stead in a cart.

Sir Charles Tupper: I um afraid, 
{if you will permit me to say, that 
the Imputation comes from the chair. 
(Loud cries of “Order,’') 

Mr. Speaker: I cannot allow that 
from any hon. member of the House. 
The decisions which I make on a 
question of thia Kind, which is so ex- 
ceedingly difficulf, may be right or 
wrong. In my judgment they are 
right and not unfair to either party 
in the House. I am sure both sides 
of the House desire to maintain the 
rule that in this chamber the Gover- 
nor-General must not be spoken of 
disrespectfully. 

Sir Charles Tupper sald he bowed 
with great deference to the Speak- 
ér’s ruling. He Was certain jit did 
not arise from the slightest desire to 
limit the discussion. He did not pro- 
pose to conclude his observations with 
a motion, because if he did it would 
only intensify the position to have a 
majority of the House solemnly de- 
claring tn favor of what he believed 
to be an infringement of our parlia- 
mentary institutions. He believed 
that both parties should unite in main- 
taining those institutions, which had 
made England what she is to-day, 
and which, having been adopted in 
Canada, had Inspired all classes with 
respect and confidence. (Loud cheers.) 
Mr. Laurier said it was evident, 
When a Liberal-Conservative attempt- 
éd'to fy Liberal colors, the result was 
Tepioniok forwly 9, the country 
thought Sil «. sf (y-Tupper d his 
colleagues had loyally uceeptéd. the 
verdict of the people, but such did 
not now appear to be the case. It 
was evident the hon. gentleman was 
willing to be kicked once more. The 
Opposition leader had the boldness to 
come to Parliament and to ask Par- 
liament implicitly to censure the Govy- 
ernor-General. Here was his (Mr. 
Laurier’s) answer to His Excellency. 
The Governor-General had commit- 
ted no wrong to the people of Can- 
ada. (Ministerial cheers. He went fur- 





ther, He was fulfilling the c¢ mmis- . 


Sion Which Her Majesty had entrust- 
ed to him. He made himself the cus- 
todian and champion of the rights of 
the people of Canada. (Loud Minis- 
terial cheers.) He twitted Conserva- 
tives with a new-found zeal on consti- 
tutional procedure. Now their leader 
Was objecting because they were un- 
able to fill the Senate with his friends 
and all the offices with his creatures. 
The fact was, Sir Charles had been 
promising his friends\| positions all 
over, having told them that he was 
Sure to carfy the country, But de- 
feat came and His Excellency declin- 
ed to appoint the Senators and make 
certain appointments to the civil ser- 
vice. Sir Charles Contended that His 
Excellency could only know of the re- 
sult of the elections through his advis- 
ers. Well, His Excellency learned the 
result from his Premier, b° cause 
the Conservative press of June 2 25, two 
days after the election, contained an 
interview with Sir Charles, in which 
the latter admitted the defeat—"the 
disaster,” and surely, continued Mr. 
Laurier, Sir Charles could not have 
been so disrespectful as not to inform 
His Excellency as soon as he inform- 
ed the newspapers, and, having told 
His Excellency, the Governor-General 
had rightly declined to assent to any 
appointments other than those of rou- 
tine, for had he not said on the 25th 
to the newspapers that in a few days, 
50 S00n as routine business had been 
transacted he would resign? (Minis- 
terial cheers.) 

Mr. Laurier spoke under high press- 
ure, and concluded In these words: 
“The hon, gentleman to-day comes be- 
fore Parliament for what, to vindicate 
the constitution? No, sir. The com- 
plaint of the hon. gentleman is the 
last wail of the disappointed office- 
§rabber. All this quibbling and equi- 
vocating and pettifogging and hair- 
splitting is absolutely meaningless, un- 
less there were behind it some moral 
wrong. But moral wrong there is none 
in this case. His Excellency commit- 
ted no harm to anybody and con- 
ferred a great benefit upon this na- 
tion, because he showed that in this 
nineteenth century, under the British 
crown and by the aid of the British 
crown, the people shall have the gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people 
and for the people.

Ottawa, Sept. 21.—(Special.)—Sir Oliver 
Mowat to-day very deftly pricked ‘The 
Globe's bubble about the settlement of the 
Manitoba school question, This story has 
been ludustriously circulated for several 
days past, and in some quarters bas ob 
tained credence ; but, as shown yesterday, 
there is u good deal of the improbable In 
the story, and Sir Oliver to-day conclusive- 
ly showed that such wus the case. In the 
Senate this afternoon Sir Mackenale Bow 
ell called attention to a statement in The 
Toronto Globe of Saturday announcing 
that the school question was practically 
setticd. He asked the Minister of Justice 
what truth there was in the report, which 
he supposed had been made by The Globe 
on authority, Any definite information 
whieh cout be” sven would, he was sure, 
be welcomed by the country.” *—~ — 

Sir Oliver Mowat replied: I may say 
that the paragraph to which the hon. gen- 
tleman refers is not a paragraph with 
which the Government has had anything 
to do, With regard to the condition of the 
Manitoba school matter, it is in precisely 
the same condition in which it was when 


it was lust spoken of in this House. 

Conservatives say they can afford to 
laugh at the report that Abbe Proulx has 
gone to Rome for the purpose of making 
a formal complaint against those bishops 
who took an active part in the last general 

Uons. It Is pointed out that in the 
bye-election In Charleyolx lust year, when 
the school question was the chief issue, 
Mgr. Latleche, bishop of the diocese, had 
the formal assent of his ecclesiastical 
superiors to do all that he could to secure 
the return of the candidate pledged to 
aid in the restoration of Catholic schools 
to Manitoba, In like manner, Bishop Kegin 
also secured the necessary commission to 
exert Lis influence. The Quebec Conserya- 
tives have, therefore, no fear as to what 
the Congregation of the Propaganda at 
Rome may do on Abbe Proulx’s represen- 
tations. The Prefect of the Cotgregation 
is Cardinal Ledochowski, a Pole by birth, 
who bas undergone imprisonment in ols 
own country in the past in defence of the 
principle of Catholic schools. Under these 
clrcunistameces, the friends of the Quebec 
blerarchy say they can well afford to treat 
with disdain aos mpresentations that Mr.

If BRITAIN FIRED A SHOT 


ic’ Would Mean a Kuropean War, Owing

London, Sept. 21.—At a meeting held

“Public cars, fares 50c, to be donated to 
the Gaudaur purse,”’ These cors were not 
very well patronized; but, to be charitable, 
let It be supposed that it was the cold 
night that kept them from being crowded. 

The band of the Queen's Uwn and the 
Queen's Own Bugle Band were in the next 
ear. Then came the champlon Bim  La- 
crosse Club, in, perhaps, the prettiest car 
in the whole procession. It was a mass 
of leaves, flags and bunting, and on top of 
the cnr, extending almost to the trolley 
ire, was a handsome banner of weicome 
to the champlon oarsman, 

The Church Boys’ Brigade followed, and 
if thelr car was not the most handsomely 
aveorated, it-tas, perhaps, the most-nolsy 
and jubilant. The Qheckers Lacrosse Club 
were In a car next, and they were follow- 
od by the car of the National Yacht and 
Skiff Club. Then came another big proces- 
sion of bicyclists, and in thelr wake the 
Kilties’ pipers and two cars containing 
members of the Oaledonlan Society and 
the 48th Highlanders, 

Following the Scotchmen was a var 
crowded with enthusiastic Young Grits, the 
rear of thelr conveyance being adornea 
with a striking likeness of the Premler. 

This ended the street car portion of the 
procession, and then came about 5v0 bi- 
cycle men, The Queen Clty Club, with 
thelr plug hats, black clothes and white 
ties, were a striking feature, and the Wan- 
derers ably contributed to the festtvyitles 
by well-intentloned efforts In the way of 
blowing tin horns, The rest of the bi- 
cyclists were composed of members of the 
yarlous clubs, and particularly the Tourists 
made au good showing. Fun was created 
amongst them by those wheelers who had 
tuken the trouble to deck themselves up 
us new women, burlesque negroes and oth- 
er absurd costumes, One man was dressed 
as Mephisto, 

The procession continued along King to 
Sherbourne, to Bloor, to Spadina, to King, 
to Yonge, to College, to Queen's Park, All 
mlong the route the people had turned out 
in yast numbers, and to them the champlon 
could only raise his hat and smife apprec}- 
ation of thelr cordial welcome. 

Arrived at Queen's Park-avenue, the 
champion descended from the decorated 
float upon which he had toured the streets 
and was conducted by a procession of tally- 
hos to the platform in Queen's Park, As 
he approached the stand the band rendered 
“The Maple Leaf” in spirited fashion. 

Gaudaur’s appearance npon the platform 
wis the signal for a great outburst of ap- 
pinuse from the thousands who there await- 
ed his coming. The stand was hung with 
fantastically colored Chinese lanterns, and 
above the platform were placed two huge 
portraits, one of Edward Hanlan, labelled, 
“World's Champion, 1876," and one of 
Jake Gaudaur, bearing the Inscription, 
‘World's Champlon, 1896." Beneath the 
pictures were seated the champion and ex 
champion, and among those who stood near 
were: Mayor Fleming, E. F’.Clarke, M.I’., 
kK, B. Osler, M.P., Ald. O. B. Sheppard, 
Hurry Piper, ex-Ald. John Shaw, PB. King 
Dodds, Harry Good, T. A. World, Ss. 
Willison, John Laxton and B. B. Ryeckman. 

By way of opening the proceedings, the 
Mayor suid; ‘‘I have now the honor to 
Introduce Mr. Jacob Gaudaur, champion 
oarsman of the world."’ (Cheers.) 


Proceeding, His Worship stated thot 20 
years ago Torouto had secured the sfulling 
championship of the world (iroigh the 
prowess of Kdwird Haan. Ji L886 Toron- 
fo und the Dominion of Canada had oecn 
brought prominently before the world by 
the yictorles of Mr. William O'Connor.

THE CZAK IN BRITAIN. 
Recelyed at Leith by the Prince of Wales, 
the Duke of Connaught, Lord 
Salisbury and Others. 

Leith, Scotland, Sept. 22,—The Rus- 
sian Imperial yacht Standart, with 
the Czar and Czarina on board, passed 
Bass Rock at § o'clock this morning, 
moving slowly on account of the fog. 
When she was reported as hnv- 
ing passed Bass Rock, many passcr- 
ger boats, crowded with excursio ists, 
went out to meet her’ and = accoin- 
panied her to the harbor, where she 
arrived this afternoon. The Czar and 
Czarina, with their suites, were trans- 
ferred from the Standart to a local 
steamer, wich conveyed them to the 
jetty, where they landed and took cur- 
riages to the railway station en rout? 
for Balmoral. The route to the sta- 


tion was decorated to a moderate ex-, 


tent with banners, streamers, etc. 
with occasional scrolls bearing words 
of welcome to the Imperial visitors. 

To-day was an ordinary autumn 
holiday in Edinburgh and Leith, and 
great crowds of people were early on 
the ground to see the Russian Em- 
peror. 

The gathering was very orderly and 
the town remarkably quiet. 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
Connaught and Lord Salisbury arriv- 
ed from Dalmeny Park, Lord Rose- 
bery's seat in Linlithgowshire, and 
took carriages to the jetty, where they 
embarked on board a steamer and 
went out to the Standart to meet the 
Czar and Czarina. The Prince of 
Wales boarded the Standart and 
greeted the Russian Emperor and 
Empress, remaining on board the 
yacht for some time. Before the 
Czar and Czarina landed rain began 
falling, spoiling the effect of the scen® 
of the beflagged warships in the har- 
bor, and the galfly uniformed r<gi- 
ments of troops which lined the ruute 
from the jetty to the station.

Colds and Cold Taking, 
A person in good health, with fair

the form of a cold or pneumonia, or 
it may be jaundice, Of all causes of 
cold probably fatigue is one of the 
most* efficient. A jaded man coming 
home at night from a long day's work, 
a@ growing youth losing two hours’ 
sleep over evening parties two or three 
times a week, a young lady heavily 
doing the season or young children: 
overfed and with short allowances of 
sleep, are common instances of the 
victims of cold.

Very hot rooms, feather beds, soft 
chairs create a sensitiveness that leads 
to catarrhs.

‘Vrue, Mr. Laurier, himself, Mr, Charl- 
ton and Mr, Paterson had to be 
moulded into line, having certain re- 
calcitrant notions of the benefits of 
protection, Yet time, with its softening 
influences and pressure of party hand, 
brought these gentlemen in a few 
years from being the_ strongest and 
most rabid opponents of protection to 
a belief In an opposite doctrine, what- 
ever that doctrine for the time being 
might be. Successive resolutions in 
the House proved it. Yet, ever and 
anon; gentlemen outside say that when 
these honorable gentlemen come to re- 
vise the tariff next year, the Govyrn- 
ment will not destroy the principle of 
protection, nor eradicate the practice 
of protection from the statute books of 
the country, It, therefore, became ne- 
cessary to review this mass of anti- 
protection declaration in order to show 
that if sincere therein the Government 
could not but eliminate the protec; 
tive system

Laurier comes down 
with his revision, will his new 
tariff be a revenue tariff’ with 
every vestige of protection eliminated? 
He will find it difficult to square his 
theories of 20 years with the 
mands of honest common sense 
dealing with the basic facts of 
tariff.

“That the authoritative platform of 
the Liberal party in 1898 declared that 
the customs tariff of the Dominion 
should be based, not as now, upon the 
‘protective principle,’ which it de- 
nounced as radically unsound and un- 
Just to the masses of the people, and 
resolved as the conviction of the party, 
"That any tarif changes founded on 
that principle must fail to afford any 
substantial relief from the burdens 
under which the country labors,---~ 

“That the Government, through its 
leader, has announced its determina- 
tion not to introduce any measure 
dealing with the tariff during the pre- 
sent session. 

“That the platform of the Liberal 
party and the utterances of the leader 
of the party and its principal organs 
and supporters have led the country 
to believe that a radical change is im- 
minent in the principle’ upon which 
the revision of the tariff is to be bas- 
ed. 

“That the uncertainty and delay | 
consequent upon these announcements 
will result in great disturbance in 
business and serious loss to the com- 
mercial and producing interests of the 
country. 

“That this House, while willing to 
allow reasonable time to perfect de- 
tails, Is of the opinion that a declara- 
tion of the principle upon which the 
Government propose to base their | 
tariff revision should be at once made, 
and that no tariff will be wise or satis- 
factory which does not proceed upon |! 
the basis of an adequate and sufficient 
protection for the producing interests 
of the country.”

ONTARIO GOLD FIELDS, 


Miniug Operations in Hastings and Peter- 
borough Countics—A Substantial Com- 
pany ino the Firld—Local Contribution 
Not Desired—An Extensive Mineral 
Belt, 

At the Rossin House yesterday, says the 
Mail and Empire, was a gentleman who, 
in @ quiet way, is engaged ina gold min- 
ing undertaking probably as extensive as 
any of these which have brought Russland 
and the Trail Creek district into notoriety. 
He is Mr. A. J. G. Swinney, Manager of 
the Canadian Gold Fields Company, Ltd., 
whose headquarters are at Deloro, and 
whose operations are in the counties of 
For a long 
time past it has been known that gold ex- 


Hastings and Peterborough. 


isted in this region, and prospecting parties 
at intervals went out, but although the in- 
dications were most encouraging, little was 
done in the way of development, chiefly 
for the reason, perhaps, that the ore is of 
the refractory order. 

Speaking toa Mail and Empire repre- 
sentative yestorday Mr, Swinney said that 
his company had been at work over a year. 
They had all the capital they required, and 
witha new process which they employed 
they had got the most sausfactory results, 
extracting from 90 to 95 per cent. of the 


gold in the ore. 

‘Our ore.” he said, ‘Sis of medium 
grade, yielding about $22 per ton, but of 
course the value ofa wine depends on 
the ease with which the gold can be ex- 
tracted, not on the amount which the 
ore contains.” Tho company which Mr. 
Swinney represents is composed entirely 
of Old Country capitalists, and their 
property coyers an area of more than 
10,000 acres. ** Belleville people know 
very well what we have done,” said Mr. 
Swinney, ‘Cand some Toronto people haye 
taken an interest in our operations, but 
we have no desire tu boom our property. 
We have all the capital we require, and 
are not in need of local contributions,” 
When asked about the process of extrac- 
tion, Mr. Swinney said that it was on- 
tirely new, at least in Canada, though 
he could not say whether it was em- 
ployed elsewhere. ** I prefer not to de- 
scribe it at present,” he said, ** but ata 
later dato we will make it public, so that 
other operators may benefit by it.” 

Speaking of the mineral belt in Eastern 
Ontario, Mr. Swinney said that it stretched 
probably away up into tho Hudson's Bay 
country, and only a very small portion of it 
had been explored.

The Raltlway Committee had a lively 
meeting this morning the bill 
conferring certain powers on the Hull 
‘and Aylmer Electric Compasy.

Dominion interfering in what might 
seem the provincial domain, the com- 
pany seeking to run from one proyince 
to another, Several objectionable fea- 
tures were eliminated from thie mea- 
sure, after which it was reported. 

' A deputation from Quebec, consisting 
of Mayor Parent, Aldermen Vincent, 

Roy and Rancourt, had w lengthy in- 
terview with the Premier to-day, with 
reference to the construction of 
bridge across the St. Lawrence, op- 
posite Quebec, The Government had 
already placed itself upon record as 
, being willing to liberally subsidize this 
,enterprise if promoted by a respon- 
sible company, and thé object of the 
‘deputation was to see what steps 
would be necessary to Initiate the un- 
dertaking. It appears that the City 
,Council of Quebec is to be the prime 
,mover in the affair, and will subscribe 
, $500,000 to the stock Mst, or guarantee 
the interest upon bonds to the amount 
of $1,000,000. The company will be 
formed immediately and Mr. Laurier 
eave assurances that the Government 
will lend its hearty support to the un- 
dertaking, The structure will be a 
}railway and traffic bridge. 

} Mr. W. G. McWilliams, solicitor for

|Then, he said, it was intended to in- 
troduce a new franchise bill, which 
was certain to occupy the House for a 
considerable time. Finally, it would 
be found that a great deal of time 
would be taken up with the redistribu- 
tion bill. 

In the bill, as passed by the House 
to-night, incorporating the Mather 
Bridge and Power Company, a very 
important principle was included and 
made law. The bill empowers the 
company to erect a traffic bridge be- 
tween Buffalo and Fort Erie, and to 
piace wheels for the generation of 
electric energy between the pliers. The 
scheme scems to be a power scheme 
more than a bridge scheme. The pro- 
moters claim to have inventions that 
will enable them to pick up thousands 
of horse power from the current and 
to wire it to Buffalo, where they will 
{find a ready market for it. Mr, Mac- 
lean of East York, after a fight in the 
Railway Committee, got the following 
clause inserted in the bill, and as such 
it passed the House to-night: 

“The privileges hereby conferred and 
the lawful use and enjoyment thereof 
Shall always be subject to such condi- 
tions as the Governor-in-Council may 
from time to time impose, including, 
among others, the payment of an an- 
nual rental or percentage of gross re- 
ceipts for such privileges.’ 


It is the to insert this 
clause hereafter in all similar bills. 
Mr. Maclean pointed Out that the 
Cataract Company and the trolley line 
on the Canadian side of the river paid 
an annual rental for their franchises 
to the Ontarlo Government, and that 
hereafter similar companies ought to 
pay a rental or bercentage to the 
Dominion Treasury.

GLADS TONES SPEECH 


Delivorod at Liverpool Regard- 
ing Armenia 


The Mands of the Governtient Should My 
Strenythened by the Sapport of Mubite 
Opinion Lritain Should Not Allow 
Heorsclf to ike lhombucercd by the Oiher

the Sultan's Awlal Butchevies, 

Liverpool, Sept. 24.—Mr. and Mrs 
Gladstone arrived here at noon to- 
day to attend the mass-meeling in re- 
gard to Armenia, and were met at the 
Btation by a large crowd of people, 
who cheered the 
made his appearance, 

The much-heralded mass-mecting 
was held in Hengtler'y Circus, which 
was packed, and thousands were turn- 
ed away. 

In opening his address, Mr. Glad- 
stone moved this resolution: 

“This meeting trusts that Her Ma- 
Jesty’s Ministers, realizing to the full 
est extent the terrible condition § in 
which their fellow-Christians are plac- 
ed, will do everything possible to ob- 
tain for them full security and protec- 
tion, and this meeting assures Her 
Majesty's Ministers that they may 
rely upon the cordial support of the 
citizens of Liverpool In whichever step 
they feel necessary to take for that 
purpoge,”' 

When the applause had been calmed 
down, Mr. Gladstone declared his ad- 
hesion to the principles contained in 
the resolution, and said he came there 
not claiming any authority except that 
of a citizen of Liverpool. But, he add- 
ed, the national platform upon which 
the meeting was based Bave greater 
authority for sentiments universally 
entertained throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, and urged that 
in this matter party sympathies should 
be renounced, 

Continuing, Mr. Gladstone said: “I 
entertain the lively hope and strong 
belief that the present deplorable 
situation is not due to the act or de- 
fault of the Government of this great 
country.” (Cries of “Oh!” and cheers,) 

"The present movement," he added, 
“Is based on the broad grounds of hu- 
manity, and is not directed against 
the Mohammedans, but against the 
Turkish officials, evidence of whose 
borbaritles rests upon credible official 
reports. 

“Now, as in 1876, to the guilt of 
massacre is added the impudence of 
denial, which will continue just as 
long as Europe is content to Isten.” 

Mr. Gladstone then expressed the 
opinion that the purpose of the gather- 
ing was defensive and prospective, say- 
ing that no one could hold out the 
hope that the massacres were ended, 
although he ventured to anticipate 
that the words spoken at the meeting 
would find their way to the palace at 
Constantinople. (" oud cheers.) 

Mr. Gladstone tnen said: “I doubt if 
it is an exaggeration to say that it 
was in the Sultan's palace, and there 
only, that the inspiration has been 
supplied, and the policy devised of the 
whole series of massacres, When the 
Sultan carries massacre into his own 
capital, under the eyes of the am- 
bassadors, he appears to have* gained 
the very acme of what it is possible 
for him to do. 

“But,” the speaker further said, ‘the 
weakness of diplomacy, I _ trust, is 
about to be strengthened by the echo 
of this nation’s voice.” (Great cheer- 
ing.) 

Mr. Gladstone then referred to the 
supineness of the ambassadors of the 
powers at Constantinople, and said: 
“The concert of Europe is an august 
and useful instrument; but, it has not 
usually succeeded in dealing with the 
Eastern question, which has arrived 
at a period when it is necessary to 
strengthen the hands of the Govern- 
ment by an expression of national op- 
inion. I belleve that the continued 
presence of the ambassadors at Con- 
Btantinople has operated as a distinct 
countenance to the Sultan, who is thus 
their recognized ally. 

"But, while urging the Government 
to act, it does not follow that, even 
for the sake of the great object in 
view, Great Britain should transplant 
Europe into a state of war, On the 
other hand, however, I deny that Eng-

powers,"’ (Cheers,) 

Mr. Gladstone later remarked: “We 
have a just title to threaten Turkey 
with coercion; but that does not itself

ish Ambassador from London. Such 
a course is frequent, and would not 
give the right of complaint to any- 
body.

The ex-Premier proceeded to in- 
stance occasions when England had 
acted outside of a concert with the 
European powers. He had seen, he 
said, the liberation of 15 to 20 millions 
of people from the dominion of Tur- 
key. “How?" he asked, “had this lib- 
erution been effected in the cases of 
Greece and Bulgaria? Not by the 
concert of Europe, for several of the 
great powers looked askance at our 
action. What is it worth to pay tin 
order to attain the concert of Burope?” 

Mr. Gladstone said that six great 
powers of burope represented at Con- 
stantinople had falled to make the 
Sultan fulfill his treaty obligations. 
The continuation of diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Sultan had not pre 
vented the horrible massacres at Con- 
stantinople, but it had permitted the 
Sulthn to remain the recognized ally 
of England. 

Mr. Gladstone said: “The resolution 
which I have proposed observes the 
rules of prudence and does not re- 
quire even for the sake of a great end 
that we place ourselves in a state of 
war with united Europe.” 

Continuing, he ridiculed the idea that 
a state of war would be the result or 
cor juence of England's acting alone 
in giving an ultimatum to the Porte 
He would not be one to plunge Eng- 
land into war, but England would not 
make of herself a slave to be dragged 
by the chariot wheels of the other 
powers of Europe. (Cheers.)

This method is not 
an invention of Mr. Tarte's ; it has long 
boon the usage throughout the United 
States and Canada, It was, howover, 
talked over in back offices, and not pro- 
claimed from the housetops, seoing that it 
has its obvious limitations. It remained 
for Mr. Tarte, ever blunt and outspoken, 
to adopt it asa straight rulo of conduct, 
thus removing from himself as Minister «1! 
opportunity of favoritism or for the ac- 
cusation of it. It would have beon charm- 
ing had the rulo proved a self-acting dis- 
tributor of the national patronugo to the 
best men. Mr. Tarte has, however, had 
too many opportunities to study human 
nature not to have known that it would 
not work in this way at all. Mr. Tarte has 
been astonished and grieved to find the 
depravity which existed at the the very 
heart of the party in which he was brought 
up, and fled to the Liberal party, of whose 
honesty he seems to have formed 80 ox- 
alted an opinion that every member of it 
could be trusted with the distribution of 
patronage, not excluding, 80 far as ap- 
pears, tho aldermanic members for 
Montreal. This confidence was dostin- 
ed to meet with an early and rude 
shock by the publication by a scurrilous 
print of a letter from one of the gentlemen 
thus charged by Mr. Tarte with the re- 
sponsibility of making choice between con- 
tractors. Whatever the merits of the 
charges based on this letter, its publication 
~ has been a great public service. Tho let- 
ter was addressed to one of the partis 
tendering for a contract, and asked thom 
what they meant to do for the writer in 
the matter. There is something grandly 
simple about this form of boodling. We 
doubt if any Conservative, even in the 
palmicst days, ever thought ot going at it 
go straightforwardly. The innocence of it 
comes out all the more beautifully when 
we learn that a similar letter was written 
to the other tenderers, thus securing that 
whichever firm got the contract the other 
would be in a position to put in written 
evidence of corraption Well, we wish we 
were sure that when the Liberal party his 
rid itself of this boodler, as, of course, it 
will now need to do, it would bo rid of all 
boodlers.” 


THE TRADE POLICY. 


” The Government's majority of 87 on 


thetrade policy was not a matter for 
wonder. By pleading—and it must be con- 
fessed, with no small degree of plausibility 
—that whilst they adhered to their policy 
as formulated at the Ottawa convention, 
they had not had time to look into details, 
thoy held their following firm and secured 
the support of the independent members, 
even such as Mr. J. Ross Robertson, who 
declared himself unchanged in his opposi- 
tion to the Liberal trade policy. When 
the Government propose to eliminate the 
protective features of the tariff they will 
not be supported by any such majority as 
37. Indeed, had all the members been 
present at the division in question the 
Ministerial majority would have beon re- 
duced to 34. 


NO APPEAL NECESSARY. 

The Toronto World says editorially that 
Mr. Laurier has no warrant at all for send- 
ing & messenger to the Pope to prevent the 
active interference of the bishops.

Killing Weeds by Wholesale. 

One of my neighbors has a scheme 
for cleaning potato ground of weeds, 
which I have never seen practiced 
elsewhere. He plows about two weeks 
before planting and fits the ground 
very thoroughly after the weeds have 
sprouted, finishing with the float. He 
then plants with a Robins planter and 
eight or ten days later, before the 
potatoes have appeared in ght, he 
goes over it again with a float. His 
float is the ordinary one, made of three 
scantling about ten feet long, upon 
which he rides. This levels and pul- 
verizes the earth and kills all weeds 
that may have escaped before or start- 
ed since planting; the result is that 
there is scarcely a weed to be killed 
by the cultivator. He cultivates with 
a two-horse cultivator throwing the 
earth close against the plants, and 
the result of this thorough work, even 
in a wet season like the present, is 
that not more than a bushel of weeds 
could be gathered upon an eighteen 
acre field. The Robins planter puis 
the potatoes down to such a depth in 
the ground that the floating does not 
disturb the seed at all. 

He plants his corn with the ordinary 
two-horse check-row planter and 
treats this in the same way, but not 
waiting so long, going over it perhaps 
within four days after planting.—Cor. 
Country Gentleman. 


An Anccdote of Lowell, 

The art and fine spirit of James Rus- 
sell Lowell are still quite frequently 
epoken of in the literary circles of 
London, and anecdotes of him are told 
with keen enjoyment. On one occasion 
at a large banquet the pecullarities of 
American speech were discussed with 
English bluntness. Lord S. called to 
Mr. Lowell loudly, so as to silence all 
other speakers :

Mr. Gill, in opening the case, said 
that the four alleged dynamiters, 
Ivory, Tynan, Haines and Kearney, the 
first-named arrested in Glasgow, the 
second in Boulogne, France, and the 
last two in Rotterdam, left New York 
in August last by different steamers 
and traveled under false names. These 
men, he said, were sent to Europe by 
the Fenian organiaztion in New York, 
which provided them with funds, for 
the purpose of carrying out the fol- 
lowing scheme: They were to proceeu 
separately and by different routes to 
Antwerp, where they were to hire pre- 
mises in which to prepare chemicals 
fcr the manufacture of bombs and 
dynamite cartridges. This done, they 
were to find persons in London and 
Glasgow to commit the actual crimes 
through the use of the bombs which 
had been prepared in Antwerp. It had 
been arranged in New York before the 
four men started, Mr. Gill said, that 
the outrage should be committed in 
the United Kingdom, and the men ex- 
pected that the work of preparing the 
bombs would be completed by Sept, 15. 

Mr, Gill said that Ivory was born in 
Dublin, and had been employed as an 
assistant in a saloon called the Muni- 
cipal Arms, at 128rd-street and Lex- 
ington-avenue, in New York. He sailed 
from New York on board the steamer 
St. Paul on Aug. 19. His mission was 
to secure men to use the bombs which 
the others had prepared in Antwerp, 
He was in London at _ the end of 
August, and left the city on Sept, 3 to 
join Tynan in Brussels, and later both 
joined Kearney and Haines in Ant- 
werp. 

Mr. Gill, continuing his speech, said 
that Ivory, or Bell, took with him to 
Glasgow several letters from Kearney, 
written for the purpose of introduc- 
ing him to certain Irishmen in Glas- 
gow. Ivory, after reaching Glasgow, 
wrote a letter to Tynan, informing the 
latter that his mission had been un- 
successful, as Kearney's friends’ in 
Glasgow to whom he had been sent 
were either ill, not to be found, or, for 
some other reason, not available. The 
letter also expressed Ivory’s fears that 
his mission to London would also 
prove unsuccessful. In the letter Ivory 
made references to "Wedding" and 
“Groom,” etc., which Mr, Gill declared 
meant explosion, exploder, etc. 

Mr. Gill said that Haines and Kear- 
ney, on Sept. ll, came to the con- 
clusion that detectives were shadow- 
Ing them, believing that they were 
manufacturing dynamite bombs, and 
that it was, therefore, impossible for 
the present to put their plot into ef- 
fect. They consequently wired a 
message to Ivory from Antwerp, say- 
Ing: “We are here, Business stoppes, 
come right away and inform Garth.” 

The manager of the Hotel Anglais 
at Antwerp identified Ivory as hav- 
ing been a visitor at the hotel in com- 
puny with Tynan, who was registered 
under the name of Garth. 

The hearing was then adjourned un- 
til to-morrow. 

Boulogne, France, Sept. 24.—P. J. Ty- 
nan, the Irish Invincible, who is under 
arrest here, has rejected the sugges- 
tion of the United States Consul that 
he employ French lawyers named by 
the Consul to defend him, and inform- 
ed the Consul that he relied upon the 
republic to do him justice. Tynan looks 
very pale and haggard, and his health 
is rapidly breaking down. 

Mr. Gill said that upon receipt of 
Ivory’s letter Tynan recalled Ivory in a 
very indignant letter in which he said: 
“Three days from now the wedding 
was to have taken place. Our people 
at home will be very much disappoint- 
ed at our non-success.”

A Lesson on Soils. 

All soils may be considered as com- 
poseu essentially of sand, clay and 
vegetable matter, and the predomin- 
ance of these clements respectively 
gives the classifications of solls as light 
(sandy), heavy (clayey) and humus, 

Aside from the withdrawal of plant 
food by growing crops, the chief los@ 
of fertility In the soil Is due to leach- 
ing or the remoyal of elements of plant 
food by solution in water percolating 
through the soil. The lighter or more 
candy the soil the greater the liability 
to leach. On the other hand, clayey 
solls may be so heavy as to be unpro- 
ductive because of lack of proper drain- 
age, 

In well-drained land the decay of 
vegetable matter underground pro- 
duces the black, insoluble humus uni- 
versally recognized as giving fertility 
to the soll, 

In wet, poorly drained land the result 
of decomposition is a brownish, partly 
soluble product that because of its acid 
qualities produces what ts termed @ 
sour soll that is unproductive. 


Gather Apples nt Maturity. 
Careful experiment has proven that 
apples which have been gathered soon- 
est after maturity keep longest. Mis- 
chief follows if the skin is broken in 
the least.—Colman'’s Rural World. 


To Banish Cold Feet. 

Cold feet often banish sleep, The as- 
sociation between cold feet and sleep- 
lessness is much closer than is com- 
monly imagined. Persons with cold 
fcot rarely sleep well, especially wo- 
men, Yet the number of persons se 
troubled is very considerable. This ts 
the plan to adopt: The feet should be 
dipped in cold water for a brief period, 
and immediately before getting into 
bed they should be rubbed till they 
glow with a pair of hair flesh gloves 
or @ rough Turkish towel. After this 
a hot water bottle will be successful, 
though without this preliminary it is 
impotent to do so. Disagreeable as the 
plan at first may appear, it Is efficient, 
and those who have once fairly tried 
it continue it, and find that they have 
put an end to their bad nights and 
cold feet.

At this time there was no village be- 
tween Oanifton (then but a hamlet) and 
Madoc, and but afew houses along the 
road, much of the route being through 
virgin forest. I may here add that later 
on, during 1845 or 1846 the West Hunting- 
don post office was oponed and kept by the 
late Philip Luke. 

On Tuesday morning the mail boy would 
leave Madoc for Marmora, by the road 
now leading to the railway station, near 
which the route turned southerly to about 
the present road to Marmora. The first 
settler, named Bronson, lived about five 
miles from Madoc, and from there to 
Marmora village were but four other 
settlers, viz., Fitchot, Reynolds, Legyate 
and Heath. Reaching Marmors, the third 
and Just post oflice, at noon he would take 
didner, and return to Madoc that evening. 
The postmaster at Marmora was Mr, James 
Fidlar. 

Noxt day (Wednesday) he would retura 
to Belleville, reaching there in the eyen- 
ing, after which he would often return to 
his father’s the same night. Mr. Ashley 
remarked that he had no delays at w ay 
offices awaiting other mails, as his was the 
only one to or from any of the above ollives 
north of Belleville. His description of the 
road along his routa is interesting ; it 
would now be considered impassable during 
many months of the year. Since about 43 
years ago Mr. Ashloy had not been iu 
Marmora village until within the past 
month, and the changed appearance leaves 
but little that he can recognize of the 
Marmora of 1845.

REV. OR, TALMAGE PREACHES UPON 
MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS 


He Seya the Castios of Sin Are All Going 
to Be Captured by the Sunglass of the 
Upon Wickedness- 


Gospel Pocussed

Washington, Sept. 20

edness of the cities that ic will chee 
us to read what Dr, Talmage has tw 
say in this sermon about their com- 
ing redemption, The text is Zachar- 
jah vill, “And the streets of the 
city shall be full of boys and girls 
playing in the streets thereol,”’ 

Glimpses of our cities redeeme d! Now 
boys and girls who play tn the streets 
run such risks that multitudes 

| them end in ruin, But in the coming 
time spoken of our cities will be 
moral that lads and lassea shall be a5 
safe in the public thoroughfares as in 
the nursery. 

Pulpit and printing 
most part in our day are busy in dis 
cussing the condition of the cities at 
this time, but would it not be health 
fully encouraging to all Christian 
workers, and to all whe are tolling to 
make thes world better, if we should 
for a little while look forward to the 
time when our cities shall be revolu 
tionized by the gogpeb.of the Son 
of God, and all the darkness of sin 
and trouble and crime and suffering 
shall be gond from the world? 

livery man has a pride in 
xf his nativity or residence, if it 

a city distinguished for any dignity 
or prowess. Caesar boasted of his na- 
1ive Rome, Virgil of Mantua, Lycurgus 
of Sparta, Demosthenes of Athens, 
Archimedes of Syracuse and Paul of 
Tarsus I should have suspicion of 
base heartedness in a man who had 
no especial interest in the city of his 
birth or residence—no exhilaration at 
the evidence of its prosperity or its 
artistic embellishments, or its intel- 
lectual advancement, 

I have noticed that a man never 
likes a city where he has not behaved 
well. People who have had a free 
ride in the prison van never like the 
city that furnishes the vehicle. When 
T find Argos and Rhodes and Smyrna 
trying to prove themselves the birth- 
place of Homer, I conclude at once 
that Homer behaved well. He liked 
them, and they liked him, We must 
not war on laudible city pride or, 
with the idea of building ourselves up 
at ovy time, try to pull others down 
Boston must continue to point to its 
Faneull Hall and to its Common and 
to its superior educational advantages. 
Philadelphia must continue to point 
to its Independence Hall land its mint 
and its Gfrard College. Washington 
must continue to point to its wondrous 
capitoline buildings. If I should find 
& man coming ‘from any city, having 
no pride in that city, that city having 
Leen the place of his nativity or now 
boing the place of his residence, I 
would feel like asking: “What mean 
thing have you done there? What out- 
rageous thing have you been guilty of 
that you do not like the place?” 

I think we ought—and i take it for 
granted you are interested in this 
great work of evangelizing the cities 
and saying the world—we ought to 
toll with the sunlight in our faces, We 
are not fighting in a miserable Bull 
Run of defeat, We are on our way 
to final victory. We are not follow- 
ing, the rider on the black horse, lead- 
ing us down to death and darkness 
und doom, but the rider on the white 
horse, with the moon under his feet 
and the stars of heaven for his tiara. 
Hail, Conqueror, hail! 

I know there are sorrows and ther 
are sins, and there are sufferings all 
around about us, but as in some Dit- 
a while come, or in the dark winter 
night we look up and see the northern 
lights, the windows of heaven illum- 
inated by some great victory, just 
so we look up from the night of suf- 
fering and sorrow and wretchedness 
in our cities, and we see a light 
strearning through from the other side, 
and we know we are on the way to 
morning—more than that, on the way 
to “a morning without clouds,”’ 

I want you to understand, all you 
who are toiling for Christ, that the 
castles of sin are all going to be cap- 
tured. The victory for Christ In these 
great towns is going to be so complete 
that not a man on earth or an angel 
in heaven or a devil in hell will dis- 
pute it. How do I know? I know 
just as certainly as God lives and that 
this is holy truth. The old Bible is 
full of it. If the nation is to be saved, 
of course all the cities are to be saved. 
It makes a great difference with you 
and with me whether we are toiling 
on toward a defeat or tolling on toward 
a victory. 

Now, in this municipal elevation of 
which I speak, I have to remark there 
will be greater financlal prosperity 
than our cities have ever seen. Some 
people seem to have a morbid idea of 
the millenium, and they think when 
the better time comes to our cities and 
the world people will give their time 
up to psalm singing, and the relating 
of their religious experience, and as all 
social Ife will be purified there will 
be no hilarity, and as all business will 
be purified there will be no enterprise. 
There is no ground for such an absurd 
unticipation. In the time of which I 
speak where now one fortune is made 
there will be a hundred fortunes made. 

The great business disasters of this 
country have come from the work of 
Kodless speculators and infamous stock 
gamblers. The great foe to business 1s 
When the right shall have 
lhurled back the wrong, and shall hav: 
purified the commercial code, and shall 
have thundered down fraudulent es 
tablishments, and shall have put into 
the hands of honest men the keys of 
business, blessed time for the bargain 

Iam not talking an abatrac 
am not making a guess I am 
you God's eternal truth. 

In that day of which I speak taxes 
will be a mere nothing. Now our 
Lusiness men are taxed for everything 
City taxes, county taxes, state taxes, 
United States taxes, stamp taxes, li 
taxes, manufacturing taxes 
taxes, taxes!

of them, they sit and listen to & ser- 
mon Warranted to hit no man's sins, 
and listen to music which te rendered 
by choir warranted to sing tunes 
that nobody knows.

nothing to say against artistic music. 
‘he $2 or $5 I pay to hear any of the 
“reat queens of song is a good invest- 
ment. But when the people assemble 
in religious convocation, and the hymn 
is read, and the angels of God step 
from their throne to catch the music 
en their wings, do not let us drive them 
away by our indifference, I have 
preached in churches where vast sums 
of money were employed to keep up 
the music, and it Was as exquisite as 
any heard on earth, but I thought at 
the same time that for all matters 
practical I would prefer the hearty, 
outbreuking song of a backwoods 
Methodist camp meeting. 

Let one of these starveling fancy 
songs sung in church get up before 
the throne of God— how would it seem 
standing amid the great doxologies of 
the redeemed? Let the finest operatic 
air that ever went up from the chruch 
of Christ get many hours the start; 
it will be caught and passed by the 
hosanna of the Sabbath schoo] clhil- 
dren. I know a church where the choir 
did all the singing save one Christian 
man, who. through “perseverance of 
the saints,” went right on, and after- 
ward a committee was appointed to 
wait on him and ask him if he would 
not please stop singing, as he bothered 
the choir,

In that time also of which I speak all 
the haunts of iniquity and crime and 
squalor will be cleansed and will be 
illuminated.

You say perhaps by one influence, Per- 
haps I say by another, I will tell you 
what is my idea, and I know I am 
right in it. The gospel of the Son of 
God ts the only agency that will ever 
accomplish this, 

A gentleman in England had a 
theory that if the natural forces of 
wind and tide and sunshine and wave 
were rightly applied and rightly de- 
yeloped it would make this whole earth 
a paradise.

Metal, as Germany and France 
Cannot Spare it, 

New York, Sept. 27.—The Tribune's 
London special says: Financial ex- 
perts agree in declaring that the addi- 
tional rise of the bank rate to 3 per 


cent. will not check gold exports to 
America, with every steamship line do- 
ing a good business in eastward 
freight. The export of gold is required 
to pay for European imports. It will 
be drawn from the Bank of England, 
since neither Germany nor France is 
willing to reduce its stock now in 
hand. Experts are predicting that the 
rate of the Imperial Bank of Germany 
willl soon be raised to 5 per cent., and 
that the Bank of England rate will go 
as high as 4. It is'’even asserted that 
the directors were idivided in ordering 
this week’s increase, some of them fa- 
voring a rise to 3 1-2 instead of 3. It 
is generally expected that the gold 
drain will continue during October, and 
that the bank rate) will be 4 per cent. 
before the close of the year, unless a 
polfttical catastrophe\like Bryan's elec- 
tion occurs, That American credit is 
rising steadily as the assurance of his 
defeat becomes more certain is shown 
by the firmness of United States rail- 
Way shares. There is an increased de- 
mand for them from English investor- 
who are impressed with the fact that 
they are the cheapest stocks on 
exchange list, and are likely to ad- 
vance sharply after McKinley's elec- 
tion.

The strike was ordered from Mont- 
real, Where the executive of the Order 
of Railway Operators has been in ses- 
sion, for the past day or two. Two 
members of the committee are W. H. 
Allison of Toronto, and W. H. Sando 
of Newbury, Ont. 

A brief explanation of the manner in 
which the movements of the C.P.R. 
trains are conducted will give the pub- 
lic some idea of the manner in which 
the strike will affect the road, The 
system is divided into a number of dis- 
tricts, each district having a central 
office, wherein train despatchers sit at 
telegraph instruments and wire the 
hundreds of operators at the numerous 
stations on the road instructions as to 
the movements of trains. When, there- 
fore, a freight arrives at a station, not 
manned by an operator, it will have to 
be side-tracked there until someone 
takes his place and obtains a message 
from headquarters. 

The Toronto train despatchers, whose 
offices are located at the Union Sta- 
tion, have authority over all operators 
and trains west of Toronto to Windsor, 
and north as far as Owen Sound. The 
despatchers at Smith's Falls, supervise 
in a like manner that section of the 
road between Leaside Junction (near 
North Toronto station) and Montreal. 
Despatchers are also located at Otta- 
wa, Montreal and other division cen- 
tres. 

The Toronto train despatchers are 
three in number, who divide the 24 
hours into as many shifts. Despatcher 
A. L. Smith, whose watch is from 4 
p.m. to 12 .p.m., went off duty at 11.15 
last night. Chief Despatcher Price, who 
has not done duty at the wires for 
years, took his place, At midnight, 
however, Mr. Price was relieved by 
Despatcher George Forbes, who, not 
being a member of the refractory or- 
ganization, did not obey the 
Montreal command, 

Chief Despatcher Price observed last 
evening that the company had “train 
despatchers to burn” and that it 
would not matter how many of them 
went out. The difficulty would arise 
in connection with the operators’ re- 
fusal to work.

The deputation was not received by 
the two officers above named, who 
claim that the elementary agreement 
between the company and the men has 
been broken, inasmuch as complaint 
from any certain district should first 
of all be referred to the division sup- 
erintendent in charge of that portion 
of the system, and then if no satisfac- 
tion is received from him, to the gen- 
eral superintendent, and so on to the 
president himself.

Mr. T. G. Shaughnessy, 
dent of the company, sald: ‘The situa- 
tion is simply this: The men know 
that they must go to the superinten- 
dents, They have not done so, and 
up to the present the question whe- 
ther they will or will not is the only 
one we are prépared to entertain.” 

An effort was made to reach an 
amicable settlement this afternoon, 
but without avail. and at 9 o'clock to- 
night Assistant Grand Chief Pierson 
of the Order of Railroad Telegraphers, 
ordered all the agents, despatchers 
and operators on the system who are 
members of the order out on strike. 
The order, it is claimed by Mr. Pler- 
son, will affect over 700 men and will 
involve the C. P, R. system from 
coast to coast. Mr, Pierson, when seen 
to-night by the United Press corres- 
pondent, said that he had done every- 
thing In his power to effect an ar- 
rangement with the company and it 
was only when he found it was abso- 
lutely impossible to do so that he had 
ordered the strike, which had been de- 
termined upon by the committee 
which comprises three despatchers, 
four agents and operators and one 
Straight telegrapher, The men had 
been suffering from a number of 
grievances for some time that they 
principally complained of. that In ad- 
dition to thelr regular duties, which 
kept them employed for very long 
hours, and for which they received 
very poor pay, they were ordered to 
do all kinds of menial work, were dis- 
criminated against In many respects.

Teate of Lights at Sev. 

The German Government has for 
some considerable time past been con- 
ducting experiments with the object of 
ascertaining the visibility of lights at 
sea, With respect to the white light, 
experiments have verified the well- 
known law that its visibility is pro- 
yortional to the square root of its il- 
luminating power. The mean of a 
number of observations on this sub- 
Ject shows that the distance at which 
the white light of a wax candle is 
Visible on a clear night is 2260 metres, 
or rather more than 1 1-4 nautical 
miles, and on a wet night 1610 metres. 
or 1760 yards. For green lights the 
commission which has had the carrying 
out of the experiments recommends 
o clear bluish tint, and for red lights 
a coppery hue is the best.

This was 
refused unless Dr. McDonald would 
give his certificate. Carpenter went 
away for a little time but returned, 
saying that he had obtained’ the 
verbal consent of the doctor to the 
burial, The registrar then granted 
the permit. He, however, learned af- 
terwards from Dr. McDonald that 
Carpenter's statement was untrue, 
that the doctor held that the circum- 
stances looked suspicious, and that he 
could not give a certificate. The regis- 
trar then withdrew the burial permit 
and telegraphed Coroner Heath of 
Brantford for instructions. 

The coroner, after making enquiries, 
ordered an inquest, which was com- 
menced on Friday, but was adjourned 
until to-day at 10 o'clock to receive 
the report of the post mortem exam- 
ination. The inquest is not yet finish- 
ed. The post mortem was held by 
Dr. Jones of Hagersville. He reports 
that there was no organic disease, and 
believes her death may have resulted 
from the wounds found in several 
places on the head and body, men- 
tloning the particularly extensive 
bruises on the right and left temples 
and a severe indentation above the 
crest of the illum of an inch and a 
half, which must have been caused by 
a kick. 

Yesterday Detective Adams of 
Brantford had a warrant out for Car- 
penter’s arrest, which was promptly 
executed, Mrs, Carpenter was buried 
in Springvale Cemetery on Saturday. 
It is reported that Carpenter has a 
wife living in Brantford. This, if 
true, would add the crime of bigamy 
to his already unenviable reputation

| The railway authorities, however, 
are making great efforts to cope 
| with the emergency, and they are now 
confident that the strikers will get the 
worst of the deal. 

As far as the O. & Q. division of 
the road is concerned, the chief offi- 
clals say that they are able to cope 
with the difficulty, and that the back 
of the lock-out is about broken. As- 
sistant Superintendent Williams left 
here yesterday morning and went over 
the road as far as Windsor, whence he 
telephoned last evening that, though 
some men had gone out, the western 
section of the line was in a pretty sat- 
isfactory condition. He reported that 
between London and Windsor alone 

, twenty-two of the dissatisfied men had 
resumed their duties. 

Thirty new men were taken on by 
the company at Toronto alone yester- 
day and sent out to man some of the 
vacated posts. From Montreal it 1s 
learned that 30 extra operators were 
despatched to points in Quebec. Though 
G. A. Joyce and A. L. Smith, two of 
the local train despatchers, have join- 
ed the strikers, their places have been 
filled by other men, and it is stated 
that the despatchers at Smith's Falls 
and the other division centres are at 
thelr desks. ;

Ottawa, Sept. 29.—(Special.)—In the 
House to-day Sir Henri Joly explain- 
ed that the other evening he had stat- 
ed in 1879, when the new staff of offi- 
cers for the welghts and measures ser- 
vice was appointed, none of the offi- 
cers 80 employed under Mr, Macken- 
zie's regime were re-appuinted. Since 
making that statement he had 
found he was in error. Seven of the 
old staff appear to have been re-ap- 
pointed out of sixty-seven officers ap- 
pointed by the Conservatives. In jus- 
Uce to the House he felt it necessary 
to make this correction. 

The House then went into Commit- 
tee of Supply on the supplementary es- 
timates, 

Opposition was offered to the 
of $2000 for an extra county court 
judge in Manitoba, the excuse for 
which, as given by the Solicitor-Gen- 
eral, being that representations had 
been made by the Attorney-General to 
the effect that the work necessitated 
an additional judge Mr. Fitzpatrick 
said that the salary might be dropped 
next session, as the appointment was 
only provisional. 

Mr. Foster made an earnest appeal 
to have the appropriation dropped. 
There were, in his opinion, too many 
judges in Canada already. There was 
now a claim for a general advance 
in judges’ salaries, and he thought this 
could best be met by a re-organiza- 
tion of the entire judiciary and a 
reduction. More than that, the supple- 
mentary estimates were unusually 
large. In fact, they meant a discre- 
pancy of over two millions between 
expenditure and revenue for the year, 
necessitating a resort to borrowing in 
the English market. 

On. the item of $3000 for 
sions for investigating the affairs of 
the penitentiaries of Canada,’ Mr. 
Rogers (Patron) approved of the pro- 
posal to investigate the affairs of the 
Kingston Penitentiary. It was a source 
of great expense to the country, and 
the popular impression was that the 
prisoners were too well treated in it— 
at least instances were frequent of con- 
victs asking to be sent there rather 
than to the Central Prison—as well as 
of persons perpetrating minor crimes 
in order to be sent back to the Pent- 
tentiary.

With 
the exception of Mrs, Giles, all the women 
witnesses in the cuse were bitterly hostile 
to Carpenter and the feeling of the nelgh 
Lborhood Is very much against him, The re- 
lation of the doctor's evidence as to the 
number and character of the wounds, cre- 
ated something of a sénsation and many 
ongry looks were cast towards Carpenter, 
who sat on the end of a bench and hung 
his head, 

The remains were taken to Hagersyille, 
und a certificate for thelr interment will 
how be Issued by the coroner. 

The jurors having been sworn, witnesses 
were called. An old lady named Margaret 
Giles, washerwoman, and residing at Hag- 
eorsville, was the first. Robert Carpenter 
was her cousin. She had visited at the 
house of the Carpenters’, and knew them 
pretty well. ‘hey were married in Brant- 
ford six week ago, on the 27th of Septem- 
ber. The name of the deceased was Lillie 
Winkworth, Doceased was sick, She had 
the diarrhoea pretty badly. Deceased had 
called at her house lo Hagersville, and the 
duughter of witness waa sent home with 
her to live. On Wednesday last, Robert 
Carpenter came to her at Hagersville, and 
told her that he would like her to go with 
lim as Lillle was not very well. She at 
lust consented to go with him, When they 
got to Carpenter's house, they found Lillle 
Iying on the bed with ber face toward the 
wall, She was dressed with a skirt, @ 
waist, but no shoes or stockings. Witness 
suw that her face looked very white, Wit- 
hess spoke to her, and sald, “Lillie, what 
Is the matter with you, speak to me,"’ Wit- 
hess opened ber waist. She found her 
skirt opened, or loosened. The husband 
ond she lifted her up and put ber in a rock: 
jug chair, Witness thought Lillle was In a 
fit, She then put her hand under her che- 
mise, on her heart, und found that it was 
not beating. Witness then found she was 
dead, but her body was warin, although 
the finger tips were cold. She did not 
know of any Ill-feeling existing between the 
couple, Deceased had lived with ber fe~ 
miany nionths, and she knew wnat kind of 
a girl she was. She was a girl of good 
hubits, and was neat In her person, When 
she called on me the last time I saw her 
alive, I sald to her, “Lillle, you never told 
me a ie, and I want you to tell me the 
truth now. Does Bob use you mean, or Is 
he cross with you?” She sald, ‘No, Mar- 
guret, all he ever said to me was that if 1 
could not quit that messing he could not 
stund it.” That was all she sald to me 
that night. Bob sald something to me 
about the fact that she was sick. 

Sarah Giles, u daughter of Mrs. Giles, 
the previous witness, was next called. She 
saw Mrs. Carpenter last alive on Sunday 
a week ago. Next time she saw her she 
was dead. When she came to the house 
the night of the death, there were several 
pecple present, including Carpenter, Wwit- 
ness and Mrs. Winkworth, a sister-in-law 
of deceased, helped to lay out the body. 
She noticed a number of marks, blue marks, 
upon the body, Witness described on her 
body just where the marks were. There 
were three or four marks. Sho had a bad 
brulse upon her stomach. Her back was 
all black and blue. All the way down her 
back there were blak and blue marks. Her 
left hand bad a blue spot, and a raised 
lump nearer the wrist. Her left ear 
red all over. She couldn't sce any mark 
ou the slide of the face where she tret 
saw it, but while she washed it It began 
to change to a _ blue color. The biue 
mark commenced in front of the ear, 
and 2 down the jaw and down 
the The mark was not 
there when she commenced to wash the 
face, She was using warm water and Rous 
The water was not very hot. Witness suld 
she was not looking specially for marks, 
but she saw the ones she mentioned. Ste 
had visited both Mr. und Mra, Carpenter, 
She had come and remained a week with 
ber.

Dr. McDonald sald he was the medical 
attendant of deceased from when ghe was 
a little gifl.

He was called to Carpenter's house, and 
Carpenter told him his wife was dead. She 
did not dle from the result of a fit. The 
appearance of blood and froth around the 
mouth did not necessarily indicate that she 
had died from a fit. It was hard to say 
what caused death, The marks did not 
seem sufficient to cause death. 

Dr. Jones of Hagersville made a post- 
mortem examination, He related the num- 
ber of bruises, as already given. He was 
of the opinion that death was caused by 
congestion of the brain, the result of ex- 
ternal violence upon the skull. There was 
no evidence of polson or alcoholism,

Carpenter was removed to Brantford Jall 
lost night. 


This morning Robert Carpenter was 
brought before Mr, James Grace, M.P., 
charged with wilfully and maliciously kill 
Ing und slaying his wife at Tuscarora on 
the 23rd of September, and the information 
Was reud over to the prisoner, He pleaded 
hot guilty, and was remanded until friday, 
Oct. 2, at 10 o'clock, when he will 
his preliminary trial.
